CORRECT PARTY POLICIES HAVE TRANSFORMED RURAL ECONOMY 
Beijing XIN SHIQI [NEW ERA] in Chinese No 1, Jan 81 pp 2-5 
[Article by id Honglin [2621 3163 2651]: ‘What Type of Cat Do We Need?"] 


[Text] An old question is again asked: “After all, what type of cat is a good 
cat?" This question arises in the same old place--the countryside. 


The Third Plenary Session of the llth CCP Central Committee eliminated that leftist 
line which had led China into catastrophe, established a political line for the new 
period, and thus brought our country onto the road of scientific socialism. The 
most extensive beneficiary of the plenary session's lime is the countryside. 
Wherever this new policy has been carried out seriously, production often has 
increased not by a few percent or by a little more than 10 percent but by scores 

of percentage points. Wherever the leftist line had played havoc, as soon as the 
trend was reversed, the outcome was markedly successful. In those so-called 

"three reliance" production teams--that is, “relying on loans for their production, 
relying or state-resold grain for their food, and relying on relief for their 
livelihoud"--in just one year the situation had changed completely, and they were 
able to sell their surplus grain to the state. I have a family of relatives in 

the countryside in northern Anhui; every year in the past they have always sent 

me letters with bad news, and never once with good news. In 1979, it was a miracle 
that for the first time their letter conveyed the happy news of a bumper harvest 
during the serious drought. They haa more than enough grain to eat and also money 
on hand. How could this happen? Because the Anhui Provincial Party Committee had 
resolutely carried out the political line of the Third Plenary Session of the 1lth 
CCP Central Committee. 


It seems rather difficult for agricultural production to bring about miracles. 
Ducing the period of the “Great Leap Forward," "satellites" were launched every 
day; however, most of them were phony. [At that time, mumerous claims about high 
output were made and these were called “satellites."] Now, real miracles have come 
about. They are like black cats and white cats having caught rats right before our 
eyes: nobody can deny them. However, people talk differently about the same fact. 
Some say that it is a good cat which has caught rats, while others say that it is 
a bad cat because it does not have the right color. Still others make the predic- 
tion that this cat is an ill omen and will lead us to disaster. 


The dispute over cats started in the beginning of the 1960's. At that time our 
country was in serious difficulty. There were two views on the adoption of measures 








for overcoming the difficulties. One held that no matter whether a cat is white or 
black, whichever one catches rats is a good cat. The other held that only a cat of 
the right color is a good cat, and that a cat of the wrong color is not a good cat 
even though it catches rats. The outcome of the dispute was that the first view was 
defeated. 

Till the "Great Cultural Revolution," there was further development on this issue. 
Sane people said: "We would rather have socialist grass than capitalist seedlings." 
As long as anything was said to be "socialist," even including grass, it must be 
good--and still woreso the case with cats. It was not important for a cat to catch 
rats. As long as the cat had the right color, it had to be a good cat: Indeed, 
this political line truly fostered a number of spotted cats with dazzling colors. 
These cats did not catch rats but made a lot of noise, and very loudly. Of course, 
they ate greedily. However, these cats did not like to eat grass, whether it was 
socialist or capitalist, they refused to eat either kind. They ate only meat, 
whether it was capitalist or socialist; they liked very much to eat both kinds. 


At present, in our policy we have freed ourselves from the leftist line and have 
begun to see practical results. However, in theory the difference between right 
and wrong is still not very clear. After all, what type of cat is a good cat? 
If the difference is not made clear, our correct policy cannot be carried out 
smoothly. 


The dispute in the early period of the 1960's was about overcoming difficulties at 
that time. This was a matter of expediency. At present, the question is not to 
seek expedient measures to overcome difficulties, but to sum up our past experience 
carefully and look for a scientific way to build socialistm. That "a cat must catch 
rats" is only a figure of speech. The "cat" refers to production relations, and 
"catching rats" refers to the development of productive forces. In fact, this dis- 
pute is a basic theoretical disagreement of one's attitude toward Marxisn. 


Productive forces and production relations are two inseparable parts of the same 
production process which are not assembled after they have been made outside the 
process. In the process, productive forces play the decisive role. Production 
relations are social relations which take shape in the process of production. A 
certain type of production relation is required for a certain type of productive 
force. Production relations which meet the level of productive forces constitute 
a powerful motivating force pushing the development of production. This is a 
Marxist theory. This theory also tells us that neither production relations that 
surpass the level of »vroductive forces meet the requirements of production; both 
hinder the development of productive forces. To sum up, we have the following law: 
"Production relations must meet the level of productive forces." 


This is to say that people cannot choose production relations as they please and, 
of course, still less can they invent or discard any type of production relations 
as they please. Production relations are social relations independent of the 
people's will. 


The fact that a certain type of production relation exists is simply because there 
is an objective necessity for the production itself. Im other words, its existence 
is for the sake of production, not for putting up an appearance or for using a name 
that is nice to hear. 











Therefore, there is only one standard for judging the merits of any given type of 
production relation and that is whether it promotes or hinders the development of 
productive forces, and not whether it has a high-sounding aame or a nice appear- 
ance. 


With this conclusion, when we look back at these cats, things become clear. We 
needs cats to catch rats. After all, what type of cat is a guod cat? Of course, 
it is ome that can catch rats. A good cat can catch rats, and nobody should care 
whethcr it is black or white, big or small. 


However, for many years this view was said to be "revisionist." It was even called 
"the theory of the unique importance of productive forces." As its antithesis, 

the so-called "Marxist" view which occupied the dominant position for many years 
may be called "the theory of the unique importance of production relations." Such 
a view came from the theory that production relations play the decisive role under 
certain conditions. The term "certain conditions" seems to imply special circum- 
stances; however, in practical application it became a universal truth, because 

any action taken against objective laws could declare itself to have been taken 
because of "special circumstances." Of course, productive forces should determine 
production relations: this is the basic principle of historical materialism. 

There can never be any exception. With the addition of “certain conditions," it 
became an exception and could actually overturn the basic principle of historical 
materialism. In those years this was exactly what happened. "The theory of the 
unique importance of production relations" became orthodox "Marxism." The basic 
principle of historical materialism, founded by Marx and Engels, inadvertently be- 
came “revisionism.” As a result, the term production relations became a matter of 
primary importance, and nobody cared whether or not production relations could meet 
the level of productive forces. 


In socialist Cuba, agriculture should take the road of cooperative transformation. 
There is no doubt about this. However, to promote the development of productive 
forces. cooperative transformation is inseparable from the actual conditions in 
Our country. 


In old China, agriculture consisted of backward, smail-scale production widely dis- 
persed like the vast sea. A socialist economy means large-scale production. There 
is a process of development from smali-scale production to large-scale production. 
Our country completed the cooperative transformation of agriculture very quickly 
and achieved great success. However, with respect to production technology and 
management, within a short period most of our rural areas em.1d not prepare the 
groundwork to undertake socialist large-scale production. Naturally, problems were 
left for necessary solution, When these problems remained unsolved, the cooper- 
atives were undoubtedly ur.sound,. 


Just as expected, in 1957 there was agitation among the peasants to withdraw from 
their cooperatives. At that time, there was no great effort made to consolidate 
the cooperatives economically by developing production so that a peasant could get 
more material benefits than by working on his own. On the contrary, stress was 
laid on politics, and a "mass debate on the struggle between the two roads" was 
lauded. After the “mass debate," there was indeed no more agitation. However, 
the cooperatives were not really consolidated by means of this struggle. Immedi- 
ately afterward, in 1958, a further big step was taken toward “first, big; second, 








"publicly owned." This brought about the people's communes. The special feature 

of the people's communes was the so-called "government and commune merged into one,” 
as if the government was the master of the collective economy. Thus started the 
gust of “communist wind. ' 


These actions may be summarized as follows: they were an attempt to take the road 
of socialist by waging unceasing struggles politically and constantly changing 
production relations economically. 


To strike down any opposition or suspicion against such actions, in 1959 an “anti- 
rightist opportunism” struggle again was waged. The target of this struggle was 
mainly the cadres. 


Through the "mass debate" in 1957 and the “antirightist" struggle in 1959, all 
opposition to such actions was crushed inside and outside the party, and among the 
cadres and the people. Nevertheless, these political struggles had done nothing to 
give impetus to the productive forces, but instead had undermined them. Three years 
of difficulties were the real result of such actions. 


In the early 1960's we carried out a whole set of measures to readjust production 
relations in the rural areas, including stopping the "communist wind"; we affirmed 
people's communes as a collective economy; and we put into effect such policies as 
"ownership at three levels, with the production team as the base." These pelicies 
may be expressed in a few words--that is, to help production relations in rural 
areas meet the Level of productive forces. If we compare socialist transformation 
in rural areas with walking, then in the past it walked too quickly, with the re- 
sult that production relations overtook the level of productive forces, and produc~ 
tion relations had to turn back to meet the level of productive forces. At that 
time there was a saying that they shovld retreat fully,” that is, back to the 
State of meeting the level of productive forces. This is true Marxism. These 
policies played a useful role in the rehabilitation of agricultural production. 
However, neither at that time nor afterward did they seriously sum up their ex- 
periences and learn their lessons; instead, they refused to admit their mistakes. 
Moreover, they “concealed their faults and glossed over wrongs," and shifted the 
main [excuse for the] cause of economic difficulties to natural disasters. Thus 
there was no correct theory to guide us in action, and things were done not very 
efficiently. 


Beginning in 1962, class struggle was again Launched on a large scale, and the 
struggle was carried on with increasing vengeance. Personal realtions became more 
strained than ever, and the attraction of the collective economy faded away. 
Therefore, it was necessary to step up the struggle in order to consolidate the 
collective economy. This was a vicious circle. Later, somebody invented a theory 
wh.ch sang its own praises but actually reflected only this vicious circle. The 
theory said that “if the capicalist road is not blocked, it will not be possible 
to march toward socialism." In its simplified version, it meant that “strong 
criticism will promote greater efforts." According to this theory, all means of 


improving the Livelihood of the peasants were blocked and rejected by criticism; 
these included private plots, family sideline occupations, "to each according to 

his work," and country fair trade. Consequently, something unusual occurred. 

Those peasants who had made their living by farming generation after generation lost 
interest in agricultural production. Therefore, it became all the more necessary to 








"promote" [their interest] by means of "strong criticism." Under the great pres- 


sure of "stro- 2 criticism," indeed many peasants sweated profusely and made "greater 
efforts" for uany years. Their "great efforts" plus state investments did produce 
results +. the transformation of natural conditions and in turning out technical 
equipment for agricultural production. (Of course, they also made much ado about 
nothing. The project of "diverting the water from west to east in Xiyang County, 
Shanxi Province, is only one of the examples.) What a pity. Despite the great 
improvement in irrigation, mechanization, and other conditions, agricultural 
production never could get by. What was the reason? Fundamentally, the reason 

was that there was no economic motivating force. 


What is the explanatior for this fact? The explanation is that if production rela- 
tions could not meet productive forces, then no matter how high-sounding the name 
and no matter how great the power used in carrying out mass criticism, in blocking 
"the road to capitalism," and in "promoting greater efforts," all these [efforts] 
would be useless. 


How could production made an immediate change in the same village after the Third 
Plenary Session of the lith Party Central Committee? It was because the readjust- 
ment of production relations brought about the economic motivating force. As the 
saying goes: "You can't push a train forward." If a train has no motivating 
power of its own and must be "pushed" by outside forces, even though the train 

may be pushed forward a few feet by means of "the tactics of using a huge crowd 

of people,” this aftzr all is not a permanent solution. Production is an economic 
activity, and the collective economy is an economic entity that can be motivated 
only by applying the @conomic level so that it will go into operation by relying 
on its economic motivating force. This is a very simple truth. Unfortunately, 
for many years this truth was taken as "revisionism" and was bitterly criticized, 
so that it lost its ground. Only after the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party 
Central Committee has this issue been settled. 


Respect for the right of production teams to make their own decisions helps the ~ 
collective economy become worthy of its name, and not a state-run economy or any 
other kind of economy. The introduction of the job responsibility system for 
production in various forms, including the fixing of farm output quotas for each 
household, is a way of operation and management that meets the level of the pro- 
ductive forces. It properly integrates personal interests with collective inter- 
ests, and can arouse to the maximum the workers’ enthusiasm for production. Ail 
this helps production relations to meet the level of productive forces, and there- 


fore, brings about an economic force which greatly promotes the development of agri- 
cultural production. 


Do these measures hold fast to the path of socialism? Yes, the Third Plenary 
Session of the llth Party Centrai Committee held fast to the path of scientific 
socialism. Socialism is not some kind of perpetual, unchangeable pattern which 
the people have designed, but is a new social sytem which the workers, united, 
have created according to the realities of their country. The system itself is in 
the process of development. It is flexible, adaptable, and has strong vitality. 
In our country, the level of social productive forces is fairly low. On the con- 
dition that the public ownership economy holds sway over the whole country, there 
should be ways to nave a multiple economy. In addition to various production 
responsibility systems with different degrees cf public ownership, should be 








the presence and development of an individual economy which benefits production and 
pe ple's living should be permitted and encouraged in cities and rural areas. Ac- 
cording to the hackneyed ultraleftist view, this undoubtedly means the "restoration 
of capitalism." They do not understand that the different job responsibility sys- 
tems are merely various methods of operation and management inside the collective 
economy. Even the fixing of farm output quotas for each household is one of the 
ways, provided that the extent of public ownership is very low. However, it does 
meet the concrete conditions orf the productive forces in those areas, so that it 
can push forward the development of production. Even individual farming is also 
not the same as capitalism, because individual farming does not exploit others 

of their labor. Under the socialist economic system, and with the enforcemeat 

of correct policies, this individual economy will not go in the direction of 
capitalism but will help the socialist economy and be a supplement to it. At 
present, this individual economy is not yet a socialist economy of public owner- 
ship; however, it does promote the development of production, and therefore it 
contributes to the consolidation of the socialist system. With the development of 
productive forces, when there is the objective necessity and there are the neces- 
sary conditions, the individual economy will naturally go through a transition to 
a collective economy, and there will be a transition of economic management from a 
low degree of public ownership to a high degree of public ownership. Then, this 
will not mean a "transition to poverty," but will constitute a progress along the 
path of scientific socialism. 


As for the kind of "socialism" which sounds good in speech but hinders the develop- 
ment of productive forces, we Chinese people have no such need of it. Though it 

is called "socialism," in fact it is false, and at best it is nothing. It has only 
@ name but no substance, like a spotted cat which has beautiful fur but cannot catch 
mice. It is not only good for nothing but also a burden to keep. The Chinese people 
have endured untold sufferings from such kinds of cats and are determined to get 

rid of them. What we ned is a cat that catches mice:. Black or white, as long as 

it catches mice it is a good cat. This is the truth which our people have finally 
realized from our experiences of many years.

LAST HALF OF CHEN DUXIU'S LIFE CRITIQUEZD

[Excerpts] Recently historians have given considerable emphasis to study and com- 
mentary about Chen Duxiu. Numerous substantiated articles have been continuously 
published, and original materials have also steadily come to light. This is a 
manifestaticn of the increasing thoroughness of research into party history. A 
look at al-zeady published articles shows research and commentary to be concen- 
trated la gely on Chen Duxiu's early activities; research on this aciivities follow- 
ing collapse of the Great Revolution has still been fairly scant. Furthermore 

there has been no research linking the early period to the late period, and so there 
is no way to prepare a scientific and fair commentary on Chen Duxiu's whole life. 


The history of Chen Duxiu during the late period extends from the collapse of the 
Great Revolution in 1927 until 27 May 1942, when he fell ill and passed away. These 
15 years may be roughly divided into periods. The first period was from the col- 
lapse of the Great Revolution until his expulsion from the party (July 1927 to the 
enc of 1929). The second period vas the time of his arrest and jailing by the 
Kuomintang (early 1930 to 1°38). The third stage was when he lived in seclusion 

at Jiangjin (1939-1942) [Sichuan Province]. Different appraisals exist about 

these three periods, requiring further discussion. 


I. Wrong Line or Counterrevolution? 


Collapse of the first revolutionary civil war resulted from betrayal at the time 

by a reactionary clicue that had arisen in the allied Kuomintang, and the exces- 
sive strength of the combined forces of imperialism and the Kuomintang reactionary 
clique. At the same time the Communist Party was still in its youth and lacked 
experience, and Chen Duxiu, in his role as party secretary, carried out an erroneous 
line at a critical time. 


After the collapse of the Great Revolution in July 1972, Chen Duxiu secretly re- 
turned to Shanghai. Though he had been dismissed from his Central Committee 
leadership position, he was still a member of the party. In a 1927 letter to the 
Central Committee, he noted that, "Though the Kuomintang cannot long rule and 
consolidate, for the present it is not about to coliapse. Therefore, the time for 





us to use the power of the masses to mop them up and seize power has not yet 
arrived. Adoption of policies for action that are too early for events is more 
mistaken, and I recommend use of a slogan of ‘four no's" (mamely, no payment of 
réiis, no tendering of grain, no payment of taxes, and no repayment of debts) to 
take the place of the slogan of ‘land to the tiller,’ as a simpler and more concise 
way of arousing the peasant masses." During the uprising in Guangzhou, he wrote 
another letter to the Central Committee in which he held that “whether the Guang- 
zhou insurrection succeeds or fails, we must do this. There is no doubt whatever 
about it." This showed an attitude of support. Though Chen Duxiu no longer held 

2 leadership post, he still stood with the party. 


As the resolution developed more deeply, the split between Chen Duxiu and the 
party and Communist International became sharper and sharper. The Communist 
International directly invited Chen Duxiu, Cai Hesen [5591 0735 2773], Luo 
Zhanglong [5012 4545 7893], Zhang Guotao [1728 0948 3447], and Deng Zhongxia 

[6772 0022 1115] to attend the Sixth Party Congress in Moscow during June 1928. 
Chen Duxiu urged the other four to attend while refusing himself to go. This 
demonstrated that Chen Duxiu had a passive attitude about organizational relation- 
ships. 


In October and November 1929, the CCP Central Committee's Politburo made a series 
of resolutions (namely resolutions about opposition to opportunism within the 
party and about the Trotskyite opposition faction, and about cancellation of Chen 
Duxiu's party registration). It made a rather comprehensive criticism of Chen 
Duxiu's organizational and political mistakes. Major problems may be summed up 
in the following four ways. 


1. Failure to adopt a correct attitude about the question of responsibility for 
collapse of the Great Revolution. 


Granted that Chen Duxiu recognized in words that the collapse of the 1927 revcelu- 
tion resulted from opportunism, yet on the question of responsibility, he held 
that, "We should very frankly and very objectively recognize that in the past and 
at the present time, opportunism came from the international, and the inter- 
national should bear responsibility." A meeting held that the Politburo should 
bear major responsibility. Chen Duxiu was general secretary at the time and should 
ha-re borne major responsibility, yet Chen Duxiu only acknowledged that, "The 
youthful Chinese party did not yet have the ability to discover theories or de- 
cide policies. As for blindly carrying out opportunistic policies without the 
slightest understanding or ability, this is a responsibility that Chinese party 
leadership organizations should bear." He regarded himself as an implementer yet 
he used, “youthful,” “blind,” and “without the slightest understanding or 
ability” to explain away the mistakes that he nimself had made. Without doubt, 
this was very wrong. 


2. Following collapse of the Great Revolution, a split existed in the Central 
Committee of the party on the questions of the situation, the character, and the 
tactics. Chen Duxiu held the nature of the Chiang Kai-shek regime to be a “purely 
bourgeois regime, and the Kuomintang purely a political party of the bourgeoisie." 
For this reason, though he acknowledged that a «svolutionary high tide could 
naturally come again,” he, in fact, denied the semi-colonial and semi-feudal social 








character, and the oem to carry out anti-imverialist and anti-feudal missions, 
abolishing 211 itllega) struggle and seeking to carry out legal activities. Such a 
mistaken comception of the situation, thy character, and the policies of the 
revolution wae clearly divergent froev the thesis that had been repeatedly put for- 
ward ever since the Seventh Certral Committee Mceting. 


3. Acceptance of the Trotskyite poiat of view politically, and carrying out 
factional activities organizationally. 


Chen Duxiu’s views of the reasons and responsibility for collapse of the Creat 
Sevoletion, of the circumstances. and of the nature of revolutionary tasks and 
tac*ics following collapse of the revolution were very close to these of Trotsky, 
though be did not understand that at the time. During the sumer of 1929, ctudents 
who had studied im the USSR and had accepted Trotsky’s point of view were contin- 
vously returning to China, bringire Tvotskyite books with them. Chen Duxiu's 
ideology underwent a great change. He said, “after a year of deep thought and care- 
ful consieration,” “I firmly believe that if either I or some other comrade had 
been able at the time to have had a deep perception such as Comraie Trotsky had 
about international opportunist policies, and had argued so resolutel; as he,... 
such a disgraceful collapse of the Chinese revclution would not have resulted, mak- 
ing the party as politically bankrupt as it is.” Subsequently, Chen Duxiu further 
rebuked Comrade Stalin and the Communist International, opposed the theory of build- 
ing socialism in one country, criticized the foreign policy line and policies of 

the USSR, and oppesed the policy of cooperation between the Kuomintang and the Com- 
munist Party during the period of the first revolutionary civil war. He also 
attacked the Chinese revolution’s correct advocacy of the need tw go through a 
national democratic revolutionary stage of opposit= «1 to imperialism and feudalisa. 
On 15 October 1929, the Politburo of the CCP Central Commitr-e issued, “Resolutions 
on Opposition to Opportunism Within the Party and to the Trotskyite Opposition p 
faction,” which noted that “Comrade Chen Duxiu must immediately submit to the 
decisions of the Central Coumittee and accept the Central Conmittee’s warning to 
wor’ under the line of the »oarty and stop all anti-party propaganda activities." 
Mer.cing attention here is that the Central Commictee nad already issued a warning 7 
to Chen Duxiu at this time, that it still termed Chem Duxiu a comrade, ani pointed 
out that Chen Duxiu, “is not only purposely stirring up discussion of the party, 

but is also ca.rying out their small organization activities." Neverthelss, 

though Chen Duxiu sympathized with Trotskyite ideas at this time, he did not 
formally participate in or openly organize Trotskyite organizations. 


4. There was a divergence on the Chimese Eastern Railroad question, which 
sharpened contradictions and resulted in the Central Committee categorically 
making the decision to abolish Chen Duxiu's party registration. 


Foljowing the "12 April’ counterrevolutionary coup d*etact in 1927, the Kuomintang 
purified its ranks and became anti-communist internally, and became pro-imperialist 
and anti-USSR externally. At the end of 1928, Zhang Xueliang's [1728 1331 5328] 
“change of flags” strengthened Chaing Kai-shek's forces. At the time, the USSK 
government had not yet put into etfect the first manifesto on China, which it had 
published on 25 July 1919 (mamely abolition of all unequal treaties and all 
special privileges provided for between Czarist Russia and China, including future 











"unconditional return to China with no compensation whatsoever" of the Chinese 
Eastern Railroad, etc.). The Chinese Eastern Railroad was nominally under joint 
control of China and Russia, but they monopolized rights to the railroad, in 

fact, Chiang Kai-shek had taken the opportunity to use armed force to take over 
the Chinese Eastern Railroad, impelling Zhang Xueliang into the first line against 
the Soviet Union and making Zhang more subordinate to himself. Under these cir- 
cumstances, Chen Duxiu did not agree with the Central Committee's raising of the 
slogans of “Support the Soviet Union," and "Protect the Soviet Union," but sent 

a letter to the Central Committee recommending adoption of the slogan, "Oppose 
Kuomintang Harm to the Country." In terms of how properly to handle the relation- 
ship between internationalism and patriotism, Chen Duxiu's views were not entirely 
lacking redeeming merit, However, at that time, leadership of the Central Committee 
was in the hands of "leftist" opportunists. In "On the Views of Comrade Saweng 
[2320 5040] [phonetic] About the Question of the Chinese Eastern Railroad," 

Wang Ming said repeatedly that he wanted to carry out a “determined struggle" 

with Chen. Consequently, the divergence between Chen Duxiu and the “leftist” 
opportunist on the issue of the Chinese Eastern Railroad was the most direct 
reason for his expulsion from the party. 


Judging from the above four situations, I believe Chen Duxiu had no correct per- 
ception of the error of his own opportunistic line. Politically and ideologically, 
serious divergences with the CCP Central Commitvee existed, and he put forward 
numerous erroneous views. Organizationally, there were small group factional 
activities. As the Seventh Plenary Session of the Sixth Party Central Committee 
noted, opposition to Chen Duxiuism was entirely necessary at the time. However, 

it was deficient in the way it was done, "too much emphasizing individuai responsi- 
bility, supposing that simply by striking out against people who had committed 
errors, the problems:could be solved." Moreover, in the resolution there was 
another formulation, namely that the group of capitulationists of the period 

of the tirst Great Revolution period, as represented by Chen Duxiu, had now become 
pessimistic and had lost hope about the future of the revolution, gradually 
changing into liquidationists. He had adopted the reactionary Trotskyite stand- 
point,...and had united with reactionary Trotskyite elements to establish a small 
anti-party organization, as a result of which there was no choice but to expel him 
from the party, after which he degenerated into counterrevolution. How should the 
contradiction between these two be viewed? I believe that the Yan'an rectification 
emphasized summarization of the lessons of the erroneous “leftist” lines followed 
on three occasions, the erroneous "leftist" line of Wang Ming, in particular. On 
the question of Chen Duxiu, inasmuch as history has already rendered a decision, 
and since the matter bears on the Communist International and the USSR, there have 
been no renewed deliberations. 


Il. Chen Duxiu Participates in Organization of Trotskyite Faction, But Does Not 
Defect to the Enemy Nor Become a Traitor to China 


Chen Duxiu himself admitted to having participated in a Trotskyite organization, 
and he also denied the same. Some documents and articles are also a little con- 
fused about the time when Chen Duxiu sympathized with Trotskyite views and his own 
organization of a Trotskyite faction. Actualiy, Chen Duxiu had adhered to 
Trotskyite views from an early date, and his participation in the organization of 
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a Trotskyite faction occurred after his expulsion from the party. Between 1 and 3 
May 1931, the Chinese Trotskyite faction held a unified conference for which Chen 
Duxiu became the Trotskyite faction organizational secretary. Naturally, this was 
one of the serious political mistakes of Chen Duxiu's life. After 1930, 
Trotskyism had changed fundamentally. It was no longer a political faction of the 
proletariat but rather, "7 or 8 years earlier, Trotskyism had been one such 
political faction of the proletariat, albeit an anti-Leninist party and conse- 
quently an extremely wrong political faction; nevertheless, it was still con- 
sidered to be a political faction."' The separate organization that Chen Duxiu 
established following his expulsion should be regarded in the social life of China 
as having been a political faction that was neither Kuomintang nor Communist Party. 


In a political resolution issued in the name of the Standing Committee of the 
Trotskyite faction in May 1932, Chen Duxiu noted that "Our tasks must be the 
organization of and participation in volunteer armies of the workers, peasants, and 
urban poor, and to resolutely raise high the banner of opposition to Japan and 
opposition to the Kuomintang..."It must be admitted that Chen Duxiu unswervingly 
advocated opposition to Chiang and resistance to Japan. In October of the same 
year, Chen Duxiu was arrested and jailed by the Kuominta\g for the crime of 
"endangering the republic." 


The "leftist" opportunists represented by Wang Ming termed Chen Duxiu's arrest as 
"an opportunity for the liquidationists to go more firmly hand in hand" with the 
Kuomintang, "the ruling class using the tactic of detaining Chen Duxiu as a means 
of discussing together with Chen an attack on the Chinese revolution." Many fair 
minded people at the time begged to differ with this point of view. Had Chen 
Duxiu been arrested and jailed because of his opposition to Chiang and resistance 
to Japan and “endangering the republic," or was it "to go more closely hand in 
hand with the Kuomintang?" This was a principle that had to be clarified. We can 
conduct an analysis from the following several standpoints. 


1. Words and actions prior to imprisonment. Following the September 18th 
Incident [seizure of Shenyang in 1931 by Japanese invaders], in an article pub- 
lished by Chen Duxiu in the third quarter issue of HUOHUA [Spark] titled, “The 
Broad Road of the Movement for Resistance to Japan and National Salvation Now," 
Chen supported a boycott by the people of the entire country of Japanese goods, 
and called for a declaration of war against Japan and opposition to Chiang Kai- 
shek's policy of no resistance. He also pointed out that “In order to declare war 
on Japan, in order to realize a national revolutionary war, and in order to win 
victory in a war against imperialism, only resurgence of the third revolution in 
China and use of a revolutionary mass regime to replace “he counterrevolutionary 
regime would succeed. (This revolutionary mass regime to be implemented through 
a nationwide meeting for opposition to Japan and national salvation, or through 
a national conrress, or through a Soviet)." 


2. Attitude following arrest by the Kuomintang. Chen Duxiu had beei. arrested in 
the public concession in Shanghai, and following his arrest, he "damned his mis- 
treatment.in the Shanghai detention house, and persisted in talking unreasonably 
saying efforts should be stepped up to take back the concession" [from European 
powers]. The "Xian Incident" [the kidnapping of Chiang Kai-shek] of 12 December 
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1936 made "Chen Duxiu simply as happy as a child celebrating New Year's." He 
Yingqin hoped to win him over, and asked for his autograph. Chen Duxiu wrote, 
"Armies may make a person captive, but no one can imprison a person's will." 
Released from jail, Hu Shi and otherw wanted him to join a national defense con- 
gress, but met with flat refusal. 


3. Demeanor during trial. In court, the judge asked Chen Duxiu, "Why did you 
want to overthrow the national government?" Chen replied, "This is a fact, which 
cannot be denied. The reasons are three: (1) The present Kuomintang government 
is ruled by bayonets and the people have no rights of speech; even members of the 
Kuomintang have no right of speech. This is not according to the principles of 
democratic rule. (2) The Chinese people are already extremely poor, but warlords 
and bureaucrats know only how to concentrate money and put it in imperialist 
banks. The people are so distressed, they do not have food to eat. Such was the 
situation when Korea was subjugated. (3) The people of the entire country are for 
resistance to Japan, but the government retreats step by step. The 19th Route 
Army offered resistance in Shanghai, but the government would give them no aid. 
The so-called long war of resistance is nothing more than the four words, long wer 
of resistance; there has never been any resistance. In view of the three points 
mentioned, the people have a duty to oppose this government, which contravenes the 
three principles of the geople and has no civil rights in fact." Chen Duxiu in- 
spired awe by upholding justice in court, and demonstrated a strongly serious and 
principled stand in resisting Japan and opposing Chiang. 


Finally, the Kuomintang sentenced Chen Duxiu to i3 vears in prison and forfeiture 
of civil rights for 15 years. After the outbreak of the war of resistance against 
Japan, as a result of appeals by the party, Chen Duxiu was released from prison in 
August 1937 after having spent a total of 5 years there. No data shows that he 
bowed his head or bent his knees under threats or enticements, or that he became 
more intimately linked “hand in hand" with the Kuomintang, to become a traitor to 
the revolution. The party understood this situation. 


Following his release from prison, Chen Duxiu indicated a desire to undertake 

work under the leadership of our party, and he made contact through Lo Han [5012 
3352] with the party's Central Committee. Numerous comrades also expressed an 
attitude of welcome. Comrade Zhou Enlai pointed out that "As Trotskyites, Chen 
Duxiu and Lo Han had advocated opposition to Japan." On 19 March 1938, Ye 
Jianying [0673 0494 5391], Bo Gu [0590 0657], and Dong Biwu [5516 1801 2976] gave 
Chen Duxiu three conditions for returning to work under the leadership of the 
party. "(1) Public renunciation and resolute opposition to all Trotskyite theories 
and activities; public declaration of a break in relationships with Trotskyite 
organizations; and admission that past participation in the Trotsky faction had 
been a mistake; (2) Public announcement of support for a national united front 
policy of resistance to Japan; (3) Demonstration in action of the sincerity of this 
support. When Dong Biw went to meet Chen Duxiu, he again expressed hope that he 
would earnestly practice the conditions that the Central Committee had put forward, 
and publicly announce as soon as possible his own political attitude. Chen Duxiu 
very much had the bad habits of old scholars and doctors, and was rather reluctant 
to publicly admit his swn errors. We should honestly point out that before Chen 
Duxiu went to prison, he was a member of the Trotskyite faction. This is a fact. 
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But after coming out of prison, he had, in fact, divorced himself from the Trotsky 
faction's organization. In 1939, Chen Duxiu wrote a letter to Trotsky in which he 
criticized the plicies of the Trotskyites saying, "Such a closed-doorist, ultra- 
left small bloc (in which diss 2nting elements are a rare exception) naturally has 
no hope of developing; even if it were able to develop, it would be an obstacle in 
the way of the Chinese revolutionary movement." Between 1938 and 1940, "Trotsky 
wrote letters asking Chen Duxiu to go to the United States, but he refused." 


After coming out of prison, Chen Duxiu did not continue in Trotskyite activities, 
and the party extended its hand to him. But, in the end, he did not return to the 
party. I believe there were three reasons why. 


First, at that time the USSR was just beginning the struggle against the “alliance 
between the rightists and the Trotskyites." In 1938, XINHUA RIBAO [New China Daily 
News] published an article linking the struggle in the USSR to China, and Chen 
Duxiu could not avoid becoming an object for struggle. In fact, as early as Decem- 
ber 1937 at a Politburo meeting, Wang Ming had vilified the proper contact between 
the party and Chen Duxiu. He shouted, "We can cooperate with anything in resistance 
to Japan,...but we cannot cooperate with the followers of Trotsky. In China, we 
can cooperate with Chiang Kai-shek and the anti-communist agents under his control, 
but we cannot cooperate with Chen Duxiu." 


Second was the premeditated frame up done by Wang Ming and Kang Sheng [1660 3932]. 
They flew the banner of resolute support for the Communist International, but used: 
it as a club to beat people. The 28 Jenuary and 8 February 1938 issue of JIEFANCG 
[Liberation] carried an article by Kan Sheng titled, "Root Out Spies of the 
Japanese Invaders and the Public Enemies of the Nation, the Trotsky Gangsters," 
which termed Chen Duxiu a " Chinese traitor." 


Kang Sheng's article was full of holes and irrational. For example, following the 
"18 September" incident, Chen Duxiu was already behind bars, so how was he able to 
represent the Trotskyite organization in talks with spy organizations of the Japan- 
ese invaders? In another instance, it was said that if Chen Duxiu's Trotskyite 
organizatiou would "not obstruct Japanese agression against China," Japan promised 
him payment of 300 yuan monthly, while in the same article it said that the 
“Japanese invaders would subsidize the Trotskyite gangster, Zhang Mutao [1728 

1970 7118], with 50,000 yuan monthly, and wanted him to organize a so-called "New 
Party" to counter the Communist Party and to destroy the national united front 
against ‘apan." Considering that Chen Duxiu's status was doubtlessly higher than 
that of Zhang Mutao, why was Chen Duxiu so cheap in the eyes of the Japanese in- 
vaders? This was hard for people to believe. Wang Ming's and Kang Sheng's frame 
up of Clien Duxiu was the result of a base political plot to connect Chen Duxiu, the 
international anti-right faction and the Trotskyite alliance struggle so that Chen 
Duxiu, though he hoped to return to the party, would almost certainly be unable to 
do so. The facts have been shown that Chen Duxiu had not degenerated into a 
traitor against China, and this fabricated and ridiculous piece of history must be 
settled.

III. Dejected, Living in Seclusion and Cut Off From the Party, But By No Means 
Counterrevolutionary 


After suffering the aforementioned setbacks and attacks, Chen Duxiu's mentality 
underwent very great change. Henceforth, he adopted an attitude of opposition to 
Chiang and resistance to Japan, but without "playing up to the Communists," and he 
gradually became dejected and withdrawn. He no longer took part in factional 
political activities, but rather mostly engaged in the annotation of writings, 
published some articles on current political topics, and lived a life of poverty. 
On 27 May 1942, he succumbed to illness at the age of 63. 


The several tens of political essays he published during this period contained 
political views, which may be summarized in the following manner. 


1. Continued advocacy of resistance to Japan, opposition to German and Italian 
fascists, and approval of the establishment of a national united front to resist 
Japan, and an international united front against fascisn. 


In an article titled, "The Question of Political Parties During the War of 
Resistance," which was published in April 1938, he noted, “Today when the nation 
faces a crisis in survival or destruction, all political parties and factions, no 
matter whether in power or in opposition, must, if they believe the welfare of the 
people to be higher than the welfare of political factions, unhesitatingly avoid 
controversy about fundamental policies involving victory or defeat in the war of 
resistance and devote their full energies to a war of national liberation." He 
approved establishment of a united front of cooperation between the Kuomintang 
and the Communists, saying, “A halt to the many years of civil war by the Kuo- 
mintang and the Communist Party in the face of the crisis to the nation, and 
military cooperation in the war of resistance is a matter about which there can be 
no question." In another article, he opposed united ideological beliefs as a 
condition for cooperation between the parties in the war of resistance, advocating 
that there can be only one slogan to make parties cooperate and unite and that is 
"resistance to Japan to save the nation from extinction." 


He firmly opposed the war of agression launched by Hitlerite Germany. He said, 

""annihilation of Hitler's Nazi followers’ must be the overall goal of the common 
attack by all peoples. Only when all other struggles have a positive role and no 
negative role in this overall objective can they have progressive significance." 


At the time the view of the Trotskyites held that both parties to the war were 
imperialist and reactionaries, and they wanted adoption of a program of collapse 
of the present government in order to obtain arrival of world revolution. Chen 
Duxiu opposed this view, feeling that it would only benefit the Nazis. 


2. Opposition to dictatorial fascism, but a muddled distinction in principle 
between the USSR and German and Italian fascists. 


Before the USSR declared war on Germany, he regarded the treaty signed between the 


USSR and Germany as being the same thing as the Munich policy of the British and 
French. Once the Soviet Union went to war, his attitude changed, and he wrote, 
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"For the same reason, we do not stand for the USSR's adoption of defeatism, al- 
though no facts make us believe that for the fate of human freedom the follower's 
of Stalin's party are any better than the followers of Hitler's party." 


He did not sufficiently credit the power of the Soviet Union. He said, "When the 
war is over there can be only two opposing leading blocs that are entirely inde- 
pendent and not under the control of others, the United States versus Germany or 
Great Britain versus the United States. The people of all other countries can 
only become subordinate to the blocs led by these two leading groups in the name of 
alliance or full cooperation. Not only will the present productivity of the USSR 
make it unequal to the task of being a leading bloc, but it has long since departed 
from socialism." 


3. Overlooked the right of leadership in the united front to resist Japan 


He emphasized that the welfare of the nation is greater than the welfare of any 
political party or faction, but he did not understand that only when the united 
front against Japan was under the leadership of the Chinese Communist Party could 
full victory in war be won against Japan. He kept talking about unity, but not 
about struggle. He said, "This alliance has been quite effective after several 
months in the war of resistance. But at the same time the undercurrent of fric- 
tion between the two parties gradually floats toward the surface. This is some- 
thing everyone knows, and something that cannot be denied." He felt the reasons 
for the friction to be: "On the one hand the Kuomintang has been unable to cast 
aside its attitude of calling for surrender [of the Cummunists], and on the other 
hand the Communist Party has been unable to candidly stick to its own political 
advocacy in the war of resistance in making political accommodations and promises 
on every matter; consequently this has aroused a priori suspicion on the part of 
the Kuomintang in both political attitude and in propaganda matters that Communist 
actions do not accord wich their words, and all frictions gradually increase 
daily." Therefore, he advocated that the Communist Party znd all other parties 
positively support the war of resistance to Japan. “Today when the nation is at 
last gasp, parties in opposition should give support in word 2s well as in deed to 
the government's war of resistance to win victory. There should be no planning to 
conserve one's forces or taking advantage of misfortune to do damage one to anoth- 
er." Had things been done as he proposed, that would inevitably have meant taking 
the same old disastrous road to defeat as in the Great Revolution. 


4. Depreciation of the role of people's war, and maintenance of a pessimistic 
attitude toward prospects for victory by the people 


He believed that “true guerrillas," had a special function in pinning down and 
harrassing the enemy during war; nevertheless if in the war of resistance 
"guerrillas and guerrilla warfare tactics were overestimated, the enemy would be 
helped unconsciously to occupy more easily the large cities and main transpor- 
tation and communication arteries of the entire country, and even though the 
guerrillas might extend into every rural village and small city in the country, or 
even evade the enemy's forces and establish in out of the way places some pitiful 
border area gcvernments, the country must still be counted as having been lost! 
Without large cities, there is no country." 
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i. slighted the importance of the people's armed forces under our leadership, not 
su, posing the Eighth Route Army and the New Fourth Arny to be major forces, in- 
stead pinning his hopes for victory in resistance to Japan on the Kuomintang's 
conventional forces. In Chen Duxiu's view, the outlook after the war was if not 

a revival of semi-colonialism then a slide into colonialism. This was because he 
lacked a true understanding of the Soviet Union and was unable, as well, to correct- 
ly estimate the anti-Japanese strength of the leadership of the Chinese Communists; 
consequently, he held a pessimistic attitude toward post-war China. 


During his late years, Chen Duxiu's ideology was extremely contradictory. He had 
characterized himself as a “lifelong opposition faction," who had spent his whole 
life exploring without being able to find a proper political home to which he 
could repair. 


The aforestated circumstances show that in his late years Chen Duxiu was an advocate 
of resistance to Japan, yet as a result of political setbacks, extremely contradic- 
tory spiritual vacillation, dissatisfaction in his dejection, living in isolation 
yet not linking loneliness, he expressed numerous wrong opinions and divorced him- 
self from the revolutionary trend. This was the inevitable result of loss of 
correct theoretical guidance and being cut off from the revolutionary organizations. 
However, he never degenerated into counterrevolution, and to unfairly exaggerate 

his dejection, dissatisfactions, and erroneous statements, etc. as making him a 
“traitor to China," or a “counterrevolutionary"™ is an attitude that does not seek 
truth in facts, 


In an overall sense, Chen Duxiu's life was one of great accomplishments and great 
errors. During the May 4th [Chinese political and cultural movement of 1919], and 
the period of founding of the party, he made major contributions. During the first 
revolutionary civil war‘s latter stage, he committed the error of following a 
rightist opportunism line. Later, he went from an erroneous line to sympathy for 
Trotskyism, engaging in and organizing anti-party factionalist activities. This 
was the great mistake of his life. During the last half of his life, he staunchly 
opposed Chaing aid resisted Japan. His attitude cf resistance to Japan was 
active, but his fundamental attitude toward the USSR and toward Stalin was wrong. 
He perservered in opposition to Chiang, but he also spoke and acted against the 
Communists. He followed a tortuous path his whole life long, and it may be said 
that though Chen Duxiu was a good Marxist, and was not a "traitor," or a “counter- 
revolutionary," he was a party leader who made grievous errors, but also a demo- 
cratic radical with patriotism.

GUANGDONG PARTY LEADER SPEAKS ON IMPORTANCE OF PARTY HISTORY

[Text] On this solemn commemorative occasion of the 60th anniversary of the found- 
ing of the CCP, on behalf of the Guangdong Provincial Party Committee, I want to 
extend my warm congratulations to the academic seminar on the history of the party 
and the inaugural meeting of the Guangdong Society of History of the Chinese Com- 
munist Party attended by our Guangdong provincial comrades dedicated tc work on 

the history of the party. I also want to salute comrades devoted to research on 
the history of the party and thank them for being able to come here to attend 

these meetings even though they must travel long distances. 


Sixty years have passed since the founding of the CCP in July 1921. During these 
60 years, under the leadership of the CCP, the Chinese people have worked hard, 
advanced wave upon wave and heroically struggled cto defeat the Japanese aggres- 
sors, drive U.S. imperialism out of the country, bury the Chiang dynasty, over- 
throw the 3 big mountains which weighed down on the backs of the Chinese people, 
found the great People’s Republic of China, and win a great victory in the new 
democratic revolution. The CCP has also led the people in the new democratic 
revolution. The CCP has also led the peopie in healing wounds caused by the war, 
in restoring the national economy, in carrying on the great socialist revolution 
and construction, and in building China into a socialist power with initial suc- 
cess in achieving economic prosperity. 


The history of the CCP should highlight its efforts to lead tne Chinese revolution 
in advancing from one victory to another under the guidance of Marxism-Leninisnm- 
Mao Zedong Thought. The Chinese revolution followed a tortuous road and has been 
crowned with hard-won victory. Following the Opiur War of 1840, the Western cap- 
italists used gunboats to open the door to China, thus gradually reducing it to 

a semifeudal and semicolonial society. Many Chinese with advanced ideas embarked 
on a search for the truth of national salvation at a cost of blood and lives. Some 
tried to save China through the development of science and industry. But practice 
proved this idea unfeasible and unable to save China. "The salvos of the October 
Revoiution marked the beginning of the transmission of Marxism-Leninism to China," 
bringing a silver lining to our country, and inspiring the Chinese people to see 
the day of victory.

Mao Zedong Thought is the result of the collective wisdom of the entire party 
membership, guiding our cause to victory. Practice shows that without the CCP, 
there would have been no new China; Marxism-Leninism—-Mao Zedong Thought is a ban- 
ner of victory and can be constantly enriched and developed through the revolu- 
tionary struggle. 


Today, our great motherland has reached a great turning point in history. Under 
the leadership of the CCP, the people throughout the country are embarking on a 
march toward the grand goal of the socialist modernization. Our future is bound- 
lessly bright. In connection with this solemn commemoration of the 60th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the CCP, we must concentrate on conveying to the public 
the information on its great contributions to the cause of liberating the Chinese 
people and the socialist cause, the superiority of the socialist system, as well 
as the truth that "without the CCP, there would have been no new China" and that 
“only socialism can save China." We must also carry forwared the CCP's excellent 
tradition and style of integrating theory with practice, maintaining close ties 
with the masses and criticism and self-criticism. We must closely rally around 
the Party Central Committee, and unify our political thinking behind the Party 
Central Committee.

We must 
share the same concern with the party, play a positive role in achieving the far- 
reaching objective of the socialist four modernizations program and strive to ful- 
fill the great ideals of communism. 


In connection with the celebration of the 60th anniversary of the founding of the 
CCP, our Guangdong provincial comrades devoted to research work on the history of 
the party are meeting here to open this academic seminar on the history of the 
party and formally inaugurate the Guangdong Society of History of the Chinese Com- 
munist Party. This is indeed a very significant event. Such meetings have been 
suspended for many years. Since the 30 Plenary Session of the 1lth Party Central 
Committee, the PartyCentral Committee has attached great. importance to reszarch 
work on the history of the party and its compilation, thus greatly boosting the 
morale of our comrades working on the history of the party. I want to take this 
opportunity to present some views on the research work on the history of the party 
for the benefits of interested comrades. 


1) Our comrades working on the history of the party must pay enough attention to 
the problem concerning the research work on the history of the party as it is a 
very serious and difficult task. 


Since its founding, the CCP membershi, has grown from several tens to 38 million. 
The CCP has spent the past 60 years traveling over a difficult and torturous road, 
surviving 1 test after another and building a shining and brilliant record, some- 
thing rarely seen in the history of the international communist movement. We must 
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conscientiously study the history of such a great party, sum up its experiences 
and lessons, and educate the entire party membership and the people throughout 

the country including party members and people in Guangdong in the history of the 
party and the revolutionary tradition. We must consider this task absolutely nec- 
essary. This is 2a glorious but difficult mission. If we can present to the public 
a highly scientific document on the party true to the historical facts, we can 
heip the people further gain an insight into its greatness, glorious tradition and 
correctness, exhibit firm faith in its leadership, further restore its prestige 
among the masses of peopie, and inspire its members and people throughout the coun- 
try to redouble their efforts to build their great motherland under its leadership. 


Sixty years have passed since the founding of our party. We must fully understand 
that the research on the history of the party is an important and urgent task. For 
many years, we still cannot provide the public with a relatively accurate document 
on the history of the party. This is indeed a very serious problem. Before the 
“Great Cultural Revolution," manpower was mobilized by Guangdong Province to study 
and gather the information needed in the compilation of the history of the party's 
organization and activities in this province. The compilation was suspended after 
drawing criticism from people who mistakenly considered this work an attempt to 
give publicity to Guangdong and certain personalities and events there. When the 
"gang of four" was in the heyday of their power, and many old comrades were under 
attack and tortured, the compilation of the nistory of the party was made more dif- 
ficult than ever. Since the smashing of the "gang of four," and since the 30 Plen- 
ary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, the Party Central Committee has 
listed the research work on the history of the party as an imporcant item on its 
agenda. Thetime is now ripe for us to intensify our research on the history of 

the party. We must consider the research on the history of the party and its com 
pilation to be a long-term plan and a problem to be faced by generations to come. 
We require that the history of the party be compiled based on historical facts. 

We must pay attention to its accuracy, sciencific and ideological qualities. 


2) Those in charge of the compilation of the history of the party must be faith- 
ful to the historical facts and seek truth from facts. 


The history of the CCP should highlight the Chinese people's great victories in the 
new democratic revolutior, the socialist revolution and construction under its 
leadership. A compilation of such a multifaceted, glorious and splendid history 
requires us to apply Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought as a guide, uphold dia- 
lectical and historical materialism, pay tribute to historical facts and seek truth 
from facts. Like any other scientific documents on history, the history of the 
CCP must deal with time, places, figures and events accurately. They can neither 
be distorted nor misplaced. Time and places cannot be misstated. Historical fig- 
‘res and their activities should be evaluated objectively, comprehensively, properly 
and scientifically. There were many soul-stirring legendary heroes who came to 

the fore during the long period of the Chinese revolution. When we write their 
autobiographies, we must evaluate them accurately, and command their contributions 
to the evolution. In dealing with the historical events, we must pay attention to 
their historical backgrounds. We cannot curry favor with any influential histor- 
ical figures. Nor can we distort the roles played in history. For example, in 
order to achieve the purpose of dec2iving the people, Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four" distorted the historical fact »y describing the 1928 rendezvous of the forces 
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led by Comrade Zhu De and Mao Zedong in Jinggangshan as a rendezvous of forces led 
by Lin Biao and Comrade Mao Zedong. Such distortion and adulteration of history 
cannot be tolerated. In the future, we must follow an accurate and scientific ap- 
proach in the portrayal of the true features of historical events so that the 
schemes of careerists and conspirators to tamper with history will stand no chance 
of success. 


However, we must be faithful to the historical facts and seek truth from facts. 

To this end, we must intensify our investigations and study and gacher information 
from many different sources including those from historical data, newspapers, jour- 
nals and the archives of the enemy and puppet regime. As soon as all detailed in- 
formation is available, we must process it in such a way that everything false will 
be discarded, everything true will be retained, trash will be thrown away anc things 
essential will be selected. Our primary task is to clarify historical facts and 
derive from them laws governing the development of history. Only in this way can 
the history of the party which is to be compiled, survive the tests of history and 
scrutiny of all authorities and become a truly scientific document. To achieve 
this end, however, calls for hara work, and a series of investigations and studies. 
We cannot rely on collections of a single person and totally trust what he says 
because, through the recollection of the long past, he must say something wrong 

and may say something right. We must gather information from various sources, lis- 
ten widely to their suggestions, and repeatedly verify their authenticity. Only 

in this way can we be faithful to the historical facts, and present to the public 

a scientific document on history. In this connection, a little sloppiness will 
cause trouble. 


3) An urgent task is to rescue vital information on the history of the party. Many 
old comrades inside and outside the party personally watched the events take place 
in the 60-year-old history of our party, and still remember them clearly. These 
historical facts which could not be printed in book form or by newspapers and jour- 
nals during the oificial wartime are buried deeply in their hearts. If we delay 
our action to gather and process this vival information, they may carry it to their 
graves once they join the list of ghosts headed by Marx. For this reason, we must 
take prompt measures to dig up this vital information and process it. We must ful- 
fill this glorious mission assigned by the party to collect this precious asset 
which is indispensable to the history of the party. We have already suffered a 
loss of too much time caused by the perverted conduct of the counterrevolutionary 
cliques of Lin Biao and the “gang of four," who alleged that the history of the 
party must "serve the struggle between two lines." In addition in order to delib- 
erately distory this history of the party, they even went so far as to accuse those 
old comrades who made faithful contributions to the history of the party of being 
"counterrevolutionaries" and "capitalist roaders." At that time, there was no such 
thing as the freedom of academic research. Comrades devoted to research on the 
party's history fell victim to slanderous attacks and lived in danger of being per- 
secuted. any old comrated were tortured to death. Others have died of illness 
one after ancther. The number of old comrades who are still alive become fewer 

and fewer as time goes on. Among these few old comrades who are fortunately still 
alive today there are former participants in the First and Second Revolutionary 
Civil Wars with their age ranging from the seventies to the eighties. Their days 
in this world are really numbered. In view of this, our present urgent task is 

to gather this vital information from these comrades on a crash basis. I want to 
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take this opportunity to call on units in charge of the 1esearch on the party's 
history and comrades interested in this work to focus attention on this problem 
trithout delay and regard this as an important task to be accomplished by the party. 


The branches of our party in Guangdong occupies a very important position in the 
development and growth of the CCP. During the great revolution, Guangdong was a 
stronghold of the party in carrying out its activities. From there was started 
that earth-shaking strike in Guangdong and Hong Kong, and the first peasant train- 
ing classes giver by the Guangdong-Guangxi Party Committee. The sixth peasant 
training class began to enroll students from all over the country with Comrade Mao 
Zedong as its chief lecturer. The Northern Expedition also started from Guangdong. 
Many leading comrades of our party such as Mao Zedong, Zhou Enlai, Liu Shaoqi, Zhu 
De, and other proletarian revolutionaries of the older geneiation were once active 
in Guangdong. During the Second Revolutionary Civil War, the War of Resistance 
against Japan, and its liberation war, the branch of the party in Guangdong was 
very active and can prov‘de a lot of information in this connection. For this rea- 
son, the research on the »arty's history and its compilation in Guangdong will be 
a difficult and preponder us task. I hope that comrades working on the party's 
history in Guangdong Province will emphasize particularly its activities in Guang- 
dong in their research on its history. 


Finally, I wish that comrades will score greater successes in reseraching the par- 
ty's history and will make greater contributions to the four modernizations program.

"SOCIALIST MORALITY’ VITAL TO INDIVIDUAL, SOCIAL INTERESTS

[Text] The specific requirements set forth in the “five stresses" and “four 
beauties" with the aim of practicing civilized courtesy in an all-round wiy should 
be met by all means and should command equal attention from the public. However, 
it is significant to note that “laying stress on morality" is the central theme 
and the main objective of the "five stresses" and “four beauties" activities, as 
well as a starting point in the right direction. 


The talk about morality contains the following two aspects: the aspect of foster- 
ing correct moral ideals and concepts and the aspect of putting such morality in 
action. Correct moral ideals and concepts can be fosterec through the strengthen- 
ing of moral education and training which induces people to uphold party leadership 
and the socialist system and to become patriots and citizens of rectitude and 
honesty, while moral acts can be performed through work, study, daily activities, 
and social contacts. In this way, the people can be induced to lay stress on 
courtesy, sanitation, order, beautiful styles of language and good behavior. 

Anyone who emphasizes morality in thinking and action can be called a civilized 
man. 


The basic objective of moral education is to make people understand the basic 
moral principles and to help them handle properly the relationship between the 
individual and social interests. The basic principle of proletarian morality is 
collectivism. This principle is determined by the socio-economic conditions. 
After capitalism was replaced by socialism and the system of private ownership 
was replaced by the system of public ownership, the principle of “from each 
according to his ability and to each according to his work" was adopted. In 
accordance with this principle, workers can now obtain their means of livelihood 
from among the social products. In this way, a form of relationship between indi- 
viduals and society based on an almost common economic interest has been estab- 
lished to tie individuals to collectives and to make collective interests and the 
destiny of individuals indivisible. In this case, individuals must be concerned 
with collectives while collectives are obliged to protect individuals. Conse- 
quently, devotion to the people's interests will be praised and individualism dedi- 
cated to private interest will be hated by the people in society. 
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The socialist system is designed to unify the interests of individuals and society 
behind their common cause. But this does not mean that the contradiction between 
the two categories of interests has been resolved. In social reality, one must 
realize that our present productive forces at their present low level still cannot 
create material wealth to satisfy fully the needs of individual interests while on 
the other hand, some people under the influence of the tradition of selfisimess 
still prefer to base any dealings between individuals and society on their private 
interests. They still want to be granted special privileges, to fatten their pri- 
vate gain at the expense of public interest, and to seek profits at other people's 
expense or that of social interests. This contradiction between the interests 

of individuals and society needs to be resolved through the application of the 
moral principle of collectivisa. 


The moral principle of collectivism requires us to yield individual interests to 
social or public interests and to subordinate individual interests to social 
interests when the two categories conflict. Does this moral principle deny the 
individuals their interests? No. This principle calls for resolving the conflict 
between the interests of individuais and society on the basis of collectivism, in 
order to unify the two categories of interests behind their common goc!. It is 
inimical to the socialist morality if we split individual interests from that of 
society, if we set the former against the latter ind if we d-aounce the former in 
favor of the latter. We must uphold the moral principle of collectivism, and 
rationally adjust the relationship between the interests of individuals and 
society. On the one hand, we must develop production and on that basis do every- 
thing possible to raise the standards of material and cult-ral life for the people 
so that they will come to truly understand that only by protecting and developing 
the social interests can the individual interests be satisfied. On the other 
hand, we must display the spirit of hard struggle and heroism in the service of 
social and people's interests and must make people understand that the individual 
interests cannot be put on a par with or ahead of the social interests. Of course, 
there are many categories of socialist morality including social morality shared by 
21! cankind, morality characteristic of socialism, and morality for people of all 
trades and professions working at different posts. In a country like ours, every- 
one must observe the basic principle of morality, integrate individual i:terests 
with social interests and short-term interests with long-term interests, and put 
social interests above all else. Only in this way can we constantly consolidate 
and develop the socialist system as a reliable guarantee for realizing the four 
modernizations program in our country.

SOVIET COMMENTS ON CHINA'S NAVAL CAPABILITIES

[Text] In pursuing its policy of the militarization of China and establishment of 
its hegemony throughout the world, the Beijing leadership considers its armed forces, 
of which the Navy is an independent branch, as the basic means for achieving these 
aggressive aims. The Navy was established at the end of 1950 and by now, foreign 
military specialists believe, is among the largest in Asia. 


According to the Western and Chinese press, the Chinese Navy has the following main 
missions: combat enemy naval forces, support ground forces operating in coastal 
sectors, defend the coast against landings in coordination with the other branches 
of the armed forces, protect sea lines of communications and in addition, conduct 
reconnaissance, carry out amphibious landings and participate in realizing plans 

for expansion on the sea. The Chinese seizure of the Paracel Islands (January 1974) 
marked the beginning of the practical utilization of the Navy to realize Beijing's 
territorial claims, including in the South China Sea where large oil reserves were 
discovered. 


The chief of the Navy is also a deputy defense minister. He is responsible for the 
Status and development of the Navy, organization and conduct of operational and com- 
bat training of ships, units, formations and staffs, recruiting and ideological in 
iluencing of personnel, supply of erms, and for construction and defense of mili- 
tary coastal facilities. The commissar heading the Navy's political directorate 

is equally responsible for the activity of the Navy and its combat readiness and 
personnel morale and psychological state. 


The Chinese Navy has three fleets (the Northern, Eastern and Southern), naval avia- 
tion and coast artillery. 


Organizationally, the fleets consist of submarines and surface ships (cutters), 
naval bases and naval regions. Each fleet has its own zone of operations, within 
the bounds of which it carries out daily activity, organizes its protection and or- 
ganizes the defense of the offshore islands and coastal facilities. Thus, the 
Northern Fleet (Qingdao is the main naval base) is assigned the waters of the 
Yellow Sea and the Bohai Gulf; the Eastern Fleet (Shanghai) has the East China Sea 
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and the strait zones connecting it with the Sea of Japan and the South China Sea 
and the Pacific Ocean; the Southern Fleet (Zhanjiang) is — the South China 
Sea, Gulf of Tonkin and the outlets to the adjacent sec 





Judging by the data of the reference MILITARY BALANCE, the Chinese Navy has under 
250 combat ships of the main classes, about 800 combat cutters and over 100 auxili- 
ary ships for various purposes that are distributed between the three fleets. A 
considerable number of them are of American, Japanese, British, Canadian and 
Australian construction from the period of the forties to the sixties. In design, 
they are obsolete, have substantially exhausted their service life and are in need 
of modernization, and a certain number are to be withdrawn from use in the next 
decade. 


The fleet's nucleus and main strike force, according to the estimate of foreign mili- 
tary specialists, consists of the submarines (86 ships). The most modern of them 

are considered the two nuclear torpedo "Han" type. The rest are diesels, the major- 
ity of which were built according to foreign designs of the fifties to sixties. 

They are obsolete and do not fully meet the requirements imposed on this class of 
warships. 


The "Ming" type (two) diesel submarines and the nuclear ones are of native Chinese 
design and construction. According to the foreign press, the "Ming" type ships 
were placed into operation in the years 1974 to 1975. Their surface displacement 
is 1,500 t and submerged is 1,900 t; length is about 76 m; armament is six 533-mm 
torpedo tubes. The crew numbers 75. The nuclear ships were built, judging by the 
reference JANE'S, in the years 1974 to 1977. 


The Chinese ccouuw.and is paying much attention to the development and construction of 
submarines of their own design that would be close to modern models. The appearance 
in China of the first nuclear ships of national construction is evaluated by 

foreign military specialists as a serious step on the path to raising the combat 
capabilities of its fleet. 


The Chinese surface navy consists of URO [guided-missile] destroyers, guided-missile 
frigates, frigates, escorts, ASW ships, landing ships and minesweepers. 


The guided-missile destroyer class (12 ships) includes the "Luda" type (8, fig. 1 
[not reproduced]) of doemstic development and the "Angshang" type (4) of foreign 
construction in the forties, modernized and reequipped by the Chinese at the begin- 
ning of the seventies. The "Luda" destroyers were put into operation in the seven- 
ties. Their total displacement is 3,750 t; length is 131 m; width is 13.7 m; draft 
is 4.6 m; top speed is 30 knots; armament: two three-cortainer PU [launchers] for 
PKR [antiship missiles], two 130-mm, four 57-mm and four 25-mm twin guns, and two 
depth-charge throwers. The crew numbers 200. 


Guided-missile frigates (11): five "Jianghu" type ships and two "Jiangdong", built 
in the second half of the seventies from Chinese designs, as well as four frigates 

assembled in the fifties from assemblies and sections supplied from abroad and re- 

equipped into guided-missile ships in 1971. 
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The "Jianghu" and "Jiangdong" guided-missile frigates have a total displacement of 
2,200 t; length 103 m; width 12 m; draft 4 m; speed up to 28 knots; armament: 
guided missile system (on the “Jianghu") or SAM's (on the "Jiangdong"), 100-mm twin 
gun, four 37-mm twin guns, four depth-charge throwers. 


Frigates: five “Jiangnan” ships constructed in the years 1967 to 1969. Their 
total displacement is 1,600 t; length 90.8 m; width 10 m; draft 3.9 m; top speed 
28 knots; armament: three 100-mm guns, four 37-mm twin guns, two 12.7-mm coaxial 
machineguns, six depth-charge throwers (including two rocket launchers), and two 
bomb release slips. The crew numbers 175. 


As the foreign press reports, in the escort and ASW ship class, there are 12 escorts 
of foreign construction from the forties to the fifties, including Japanese (the 
types "Nanchang," "“Hueian," "Changbai," "Wuchang" and "Shenyang"), Canadian 
("Guanzhou"), British ("Kaifin") and Australian ("Zhnogxing"), as well as 45 ASW 
ships (24 of Chinese construction of the "Hainan" type and 21 of foreign production). 
The "Hainan" type ships have a standard displacement of 360 t, length of 60 m, and 
speed of 24 knots. They have gun and ASW armament. 


The most numerous class of ships in the Chinese Navy, according to the reference 
MILITARY BALANCE, are the missile, torpedo and patro! ships (about 800 ships) in- 
tended to counter surface ships and landings of an enemy, as well as for patrolling 
coastal waters. The greater part of these ships are of foreign production (deliv- 
ered in the sixties), and the rest were built in China based on foreign designs 
("Svtaou" type) or domestic design. Buil:. in national shipyards are PT boats with 
hydrofoils of the “Huchuan" type (displacement 37 t, length about 22 m, speed 50 
knots) and the patrol ships “Shanghai-1" and “Shanghai-2" (cisplacement, respective- 
ly, 100 and 120 t, length 36.6 and 38.8 m, speed up to 30 knots). 


All the landing ships are mainly of foreign construction. Included among them are 
the former American tank landing ships of the types LST (15) and LSM (15), as well 
as landing ships (11) built in the forties. Installed on some are gun systems of 
various calibers and models, and on others, launchers for NUR [unguided missiles] 
and minelaying facilities. Several "Yulin" type tank landing ships with a displace- 
ment of 1,500 t, as well as the “Yunnan” type landing ships (300) with a displace- 
ment of 300 t have now been constructed from Chinese designs. 


Besides these landing ships, the Chinese command has the capability of also using a 
considerable number of junks and ships for coastal and river duty. 


The fleet's minesweeping forces include 37 basic minesweepers (20 “Fushun” type of 
domestic design and 17 of national construction based on foreign models) and up to 
‘100 auxiliary minesweepers reequipped from fishing trawlers and other ships. The 
ships are armed with guns, depth-charge throwers and various types of sweeps. 


The navy's auxiliary forces include over 100 ships of various classes. Among them 
are floating bases for submarines and PT boats, dry-cargo transports, tankers, res- 
cue ships and tows for various functions. The main part of the auxiliary ships are 
of foreign construction. 
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Naval aviation was established in 1952 based on foreign aircraft. Gradually inm- 
proving, it has now been transformed into a major naval arm capable of carrying out 
missions in the interests of the fleet. 


According to the reference MILITARY BALANCE, the Chinese naval airforce has over 
800 combat and auxiliary aircraft and helicopters grouped into three bomber (mine- 
torpedo) and six fighter air divisions, separate units and subunits. The main 
organized combat unit is the squadron. 


The bomb (mine-torpedo) divisions have torpedo and mine carrying aircraft (over 100). 
The fighter divisions have the F-4, F-6, F-? and F-9 fighters (about 550). Recon- 
naissance aviation has no more than 20 obsolete aircraft. Auxiliary aviation sub- 
units include trainers and transports as well as liaison aircraft and helicopters. 


A large part of the naval aviation fleet was manufactured abroad in the fifties and 
sixties, and the rest are modified models of national production of recent years. 
All aircraft and helicopters are shore based. According to the estimate of Western 
military specialists, naval aviation, even though it has a considerable fleet of 
aircraft and an impressive combat composition, has limited capabilities for support- 
ing naval forces and combatting enemy submarine and surface forces, especially 

at distant approaches. 


Coastal artillery has existed in the Navy since its organization. The long extent 
of the coasts, and the presence of a considerable number of convenient harbors, 
naval bases, ports and other facilities on the coast predetermined the need for 
this arm. The basis of the coastal artillery, according to the reference JANE‘'S, 
are artillery battalions and regiments as well as separate batteries. They have 
guns of various calibers (from 76.2 to 180 mm) and a small number of shore-to-ship 
missiles. The coastal artillery guns were made by the Chinese largely from 
foreign models, 


Judging by the foreign press, the Chinese Navy also has antiaircraft artillery sub- 
units and units intended to establish air defense systems for harbors, ships and 
staff bases, major ports and other facilities. They have antiaircraft guns (from 
37-mm to 85-mm) of domestic and foreign manufacture. 


The coastal and antiaircraft artillery subunits and units are distributed between 
the naval regions. As a rule, they are positioned close to major and important 
facilities on shore, supplying their defense, and they also cover strait zones and 
offshore islands located within the effective range of fire. In executing their 
missions, naval coastal artillery coordinates closely with the ground force field 
and antiaircraft artillery positioned in coastal areas. 


According to the reference MILITARY BALANCE, the Chinese Navy has 360,000 men, in- 
cluding 30,000 in naval aviation and 28,000 in coastal and antiaircraft artillery. 


Naval personnel recruitment is based on the “Decree on Questions of Military Ser- 
vice" of 1978, by which the system of combining military obligation with recruit- 
ment of volunteers was introduced. Under this system, all male citizens between 
the ages of 18 to 49 have a military obligation. The length of active duty in the 
Navy is 5 years, and for voluntary enlistment it is 15 to 20 years. A considerable 
number of the junior commanders and specialists are serving voluntarily beyond the 
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required period. Mid-level commarders are primarily graduates of military schools 
and academies and higher civilian institutions who have gone through military 
training in special schools. 


Senior and top-level commanders are replaced with people who have extensive fpracti- 
cal naval service and have completed the Naval Academy or short-term academic 
courses. 


The Chinese Navy has a rather elaborate system of military training institutions 
that basically supply the needs for command cadres. Among the most well-known 
institutions, according to the reference JANF , are: the Naval Academy, estab- 
lished in 1950 (Dalyan), the Military Academy (Nangking), the School of Coastal 
Artillery, Radio Specialists and Rear Support (Shanghai), the Naval Air Academy 
(Shanghai and Qingdao), and the Submarine Schools (Lushao, Yulin and Qingdao). 


Military Training. Judging by the American journal PROCEEDINGS, in recent years 

the Chinese command has stepped up ac ivity to improve the combat training of naval 
units and formations. Joint exercises with the different naval arms have been held, 
and naval exercises have been held in the South China Sea. During them, special 
attention was paid to the questions of organization and control of operations by 
ship formations, coordination of the naval arms and the Navy as a whole with other 
branches of the armed forces, and to practicing the missions of combatting enemy 
submarines and surface ships, supply of materials and equipment to ships at sea 
(fig. 2 [not reproduced]) and others. 


Prospects for Development. As th’. reference JANE'S reports, further development of 
the Chinese Navy presupposes in. wzasing its strike power through placing new types 
of warships and aircraft into service (primarily, nuclear submarines, destroyers 
with guided missiles, guided-missile frigates and missile ships) and equipping them 
with modern armament. Much importance is also attached to modernizing ships, obso- 
lete models of weapons and combat equipment both through domestic capabilities and 
with the assistance of Western countries. Having decided to expand cooperation 
with the imperialist states, the Chinese are counting on obtaining from them 

models of modern systems of naval armaments, communications and navigation equip- 
ment, and advanced technology to modernize their Navy. However, for the time being, 
Beijing's efforts in this direction have not met success, and as foreign military 
specialists note, China will have to rely on its own resources and capabilities now. 
Therefore, in their opinion, in the near future, one should hardly expect any sig- 
nificant buildup in ships in the Chinese fleet or substantial increase in combat 
capabilities of the naval forces as a whole.

SURVEY OF PROFUSION OF LONG NOVELS PUBLISHED IN 1980 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 9 Jun 81 p 4 
[Article by Zhang Jiong [1728 3516]: "A Brief Survey of Long Novels of 1980") 


[Text] As modern historical poers, long novels, with numerous characters, 
complicated plots, and nearly all-inclusive artistic descriptions, have earned 
an important status in literature. They are like the peonies in a flower garden 
or like buildings that particularly attract people's attention. In the in- 
creasingly thriving literary garden of our new era, along with the blossoming, 
exuberant, short and medium-length novels, the harvest of creation of long novels 
has become richer year after year. In the first 3 years after the smashing of 
the "gang of four," nearly 170 long novels were published, and the year 1980 
alone saw the -ublication of as many as 90. This latter year exceeded any other 
year since the founding of our state in the number [of novels published]. 

It is very pleasing that, in the case of these long novels that came off the 
press in 1980, not only did their subject matter and style exhibit variety, but 
there emerged a large contingent of talented new writers along with them. Although 
they were trying out their talent for the first time in this realm of creation, 
they missed no opportunity in providing a historical epic of broad vision to the 
readers with their singular sensitivities and keen observations as well as their 
generous depth of thought and artistic characteristics. 


The Chinese people are well known to the world for their long history. In the hoary 
territory of our motherland, countless militant and magnificant dramas of history 
have been staged, and many, many heroic and moving historical personalities and 
tales have been produced. All of these could very well have been turned into rich 
subject matter for literary creation, including the creation of long novels. 3,ut 
since the founding of our state, creations along these lines have not been well 
developed because of various reasens. The historical play "Hai Rui Dismissed From 
Office" was subjected to a criticism that it did not deserve and the 10-year 
catastrophe followed immediately thereafter; historical subject matter became even 
more of a "taboo area.” During the past few years, this "taboo area" was done 

away with, but the pouring forth of historical long novels one after another occurred 
as a salient phenomenon only in 1980. 


Depicting the contradictions and struggles of personalities in various classes and 
various strata with broad scenarios of life, doing their best to sum up the social 
historical outlook of an entire era, and placing emphasis on praising the people's 











heroic undertakings in resisting aggression and resisting oppression and exploita- 
tions: these are the common characteristics of the year's historical long novels. 
Among these works, "The Starry Grass," "The Wind Rustles," and "The Breach on the 
Gold Cup" especially attract attention. 


"The Starry Grass" is the energetic product of young female writer Ling Li 

{0407 0500] which reflects the Nian rebels’ resistance against the Qing House in 
the later period of the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace. It was written through 10 long 
years and 7 revisions. Although only Voluwe I has been published, it has already 
given people a strong feeling of tremendous momentum and impassioned vehemence 
because of her clearly der*-ted, myriad characters, abundantly legendary, moving 
plots, and sinewy yet gracious, bold yet refined pen. The author of "The Wind 
Rustlies,"" Jiang Hesen [5592 0735 2773], has long engaged in literary research work. 
This work is Part I of his "RKecord of the Eruption to Heaven,” in which he depicts 
the uprisings of Wang Xianzhi [3769 0103 5347] and Huang Cao ©7806 1560]. Its 
structure is magnificent, its content is solid, the plots of .ts stories are full 
of complications, and its characters are marked with freshness and vivacity. The 
author's writing is also more experienced, graceful, neat, and fraught with 
national flavor. Xu Xingye's [1776 5281 2814] "Breach on the Gold Cup" takes 

as its subject matter the wars between the Song Dynasty and the stat+s of Liao 

and Jin and generally depicts the great evolution of this historical storm. All 
three cf these novels pay rather much attention to the authenticity of history. 
They merge broad knowledge with imagination, on the one hand, and they closely 
grasp details and situations full of historical characteristics ii their artistic 
creations on the other, so as to depict and bear out the given images of their 
characters. Thus they really seem to present anew to us those scenarios of life 
already of the past. They do indeed provide the value of enabling us to know 
history. Besides, whether it is a case of a dusty fight on the battlefield with 
clashing iron horses and gold spears, or of sweet love between young lads and 
lasses with the playing of the silver lyre and the jade flute--whether it has 

to do with a strategic city or great metropolis, or a remote village or store in 
the wilderness--all, from members of the nobility to plain folks, are vividly 
described by a versatile pen. 


Among the long novels of historical subject matter, there are also “Bloodshed in 
1898," which carves out the images of Tan Shitong [6223 0843 0681] (by Ren 
Guangchun [0117 0342 2797]); "The Storm of 1900," which reenacts the incident of 
1900 (by Bao Chang [7637 2490]); Volume I of "Cao Xueqing [2580 7185 3830]," 
which depicts the childhood of Cao Xueqing (by Duanmu Hongliang [4551 2606 5584 
5328]); "The Moon of Qin Times," which reflects the internal struggles of the 

Qin House and its collapse under the impact of peasant uprisings (by Liu Yazhou 
[0491 O0C68 3166]); "The Divine Lamp,” which praises the heroines in the Boxer 
Movement (by Feng Yicai [7458 7535 2088]); etc. These, too, reenact the social 
scrolls made up by numerous characters in various historical periods. Among then, 
some are outstanding because of their possession of veritable, rich historical 
data, some are winsome because of more romantic imagination, but all cannot help 
be described other than as works with definite ideological and artistic attraction. 
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The life and struggles of our people after they entezr:d the 20th century, 
especially the stormy excitement of the period of the democratic revolution, aie 
still preserved in the memories of the old generation. Subject matter in this 
regard makes up a consicerable proportion of the long novels of 1980. The series 

< of long novels of this year almost constitutes a chronology, from the fermentations 
of the 1911 Revolution until the triumphant establishment of the People's Republic 
of China. Through the depiction of the development and evolution of the characters' 
fortunes, relationships, and dispositions from various aspects, they quite vividly 
reenact the diverse genres of Chinese society in the first half of this century 
and the roughness and tortuousnmess of its revolutionary path, thus castigating 
the long darkness of the old world on the one hand and praising the undaunted 
pursuit of brightness by the revolutionary, people and their vanguards on the 
other hand. This also is undoubtedly a harvest in a very important aspect of 
literary prosperity in the new era. 


First of all, we should mention ti work "Right Underneath the Red Flag" ieft by 
Lao She [5071 5287]. This autobiography, in .he form of a long novel, was never 
completed because of the persecution the authcr suffered during the 10-year 
Catastrophe. But this manuscript of 80,000 characters left to us has already 
drawn an authentic scroll of our society from the end of the last century up to 
early this century and has touched on the basic contradictions of that perir’. 
The latter two volumes, "Freedom" and "Dawn," of Ye Junjian's [5509 0689 02.5] 
trilogy "The Earth" also came off the press in 1980. Through the depiction of 
personalities of various urban and rural classes and strata in the midstream 
region of the Changjiang from the 1911 Revolution to the time around the "4 May" 
movement, the novel reflects China's internal and external contradictions at the 
time and the Chinese people's turn from the old democratic revolution to the 
new democratic revolution. Although the werk's portrayal of the personalities’ 
character still lacks depth and liveliness, it is very good at calm narration 
and succinct sketches. Lu Di's [7120 0966] "Waterfall" also generally reflects 
the era after the 1911 Revolution. With the tortuous process through which the 
main character Wei Buring [7279 2975 1627] grew inte the revoJutionary warrior 
of .he proletariat as its theme, it unfolds the stormy scene from [the time of] 
the "Down With Yuan Shikai [5913 0013 0418] Movement™ to the second civil revolu- 
tionary war. Although its structure appears rather lax, its situational descrip- 
tions and factual narratives are often presentable and richly endowed with a 
southern flavor. Only Volume I of the whole book, "The Long Night,” has been 
published, and it stops at the fermentations of the great revolution of the 
early 1920's. 


The mighty great revolution ending in failure, with Communists burying the 
corpses of their companions, wiping the blood from their bodies, and marching 
anew toward their unswerving struggles--these are the most heartrendering and 
also most moving chapters in the history of the modern Chinese revolution. 

Yang Qianru's [2799 4960 1172] “Umbrella” (Volumes I and II) and Peng Hui's 
[1756 1979] “The Endless Changjiang Keeps Rolling" both reflect the waves of this 
period of life. The former places emphasis on writing about the path followed 
by intellectual youths, whereas the latter stresses the growth of revolutionary 
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workers. Both take the ebb and flow of great revolutionary waves in Wuhan as 
their background and vividly depict various contradictions and struggles in 
Chinese society around the time Chiang Kai-shek and Wang Jingwei reneged on the 
revolution. Both authors are equipped with personal experience in the life of 
that period; their depiction of characters gives an abundant impression of 
authenticity. Their writing is plain and refined, and the indigenous character 
of their languages is quite distinctive. 


Among the long novels reflecting social life and our party's underground struggles 
during she period of the second revolutionary war is Yan Guopei's [6768 0948 7014] 
"The Whirlpool.” This is Volume I of the author's Changjiang trilogy. With 
contradictions between the Nationalist and Communist parties and the Changjiang 
navigation capitalists in the eastern Sichuan region as its warp and woof, the 
novel broadly depicts local warlords, ringleaders of secret societies, agents of 
military intelligence, Japanese spies, church ministers, native landlords, and 
colorful characters of the like, and warmly applaud<- stories about the hard and 
dangerous struggle of Li Ming [2621 2494] and other Communists and about the anti- 
Japanese and national salvation movements on the part of the vast ranks of the 
masses of people. Its writing is smooth and pertinent, and its characters are 
rather genuinely portrayed. Its plots are also quite bewitchingly and movingly 
told. 


Among the long novels, the war of resistance against Japan and the war of liberation 
are used by many writers as their subject matter. The works of 1980 make up quite 
a proportion in this regard, and they have also broken new ground in terms of 
subject matter and style. Although the writings of Zhou Yiliang's [0719 7535 5328] 
"Ji Hongchang™ [0679 7703 2490] and Chen Lide's [7115 0500 1795] "The Grievance 
About the Great Wall” are different and their styles are not the same, they both 
use General Ji Hongchang's stories as their raw material and endeavor to sculpture 
his heroic image. Yang Mo's [2799 3106] "Dawn in the East” writes a song of 
praise for the intellectuals who, after the Lugougiao incident, marched toward 
unity with the workers and peasants and kept up their difficult struggles against 
Japan in cities and in the countryside. Li Zhun's [2:.”1 0402] "The Huanghe Flows 
Eastward" (Volume I) takes as its background the Kuomintang troops’ breaching the 
Huayuankou Dam and creating a thousand li of inundated countryside in 1938. 
Through stories of the peasants in the Huanghe flooded region leaving their homes 
and struggling for their lives, it sculptures the images of Xu Oiuzhai [1776 4428 
7872), Li Mai [2621 7796], Wang Pao [3769 6410], Lu Wu [5663 0063], Liang Qing 
[2733 2532], and others in a series of toil:\ng rural people of distinctive charac- 
ter, praises the qualities of industry, wisdom, resilient self-control, and mutual 
assistance on the part of the Chinese people, and vividly reflects various social 
contradictions in Kuomintang-controlled areas. The novel's languige is neat, 
beantiful, and full of national flavor; its portrayal of personalities is penetrat- 
ing and indicative of the author's cultivation of skilis. In addition, there are 
"Ten Years of Storms" (by Li Mengyan [2621 1322 1484]), “Heavy Snowflakes Flying" 
(by Xu Yu [1776 2700]), "The Story of Two Dragons” (by Yang Ming [2799 249¢]), 
"The Silver Beach Full of Fire" (by Shi Ying [4258 5391]), "New Biographies of 
the Heroic Sons and Daughters," Followup Collection (by Kong Que [1313 0628]), 
"The Deep Winter" (by Gu Ligao (0657 4539 7559]), “Qimeng Mountain Is Fine” 

(by Wei Shuhai [7614 2885 3189]), etc.--all of which depict anti-Japanese and 
anti-Chiang Kai-shek scruggles in various areas. Some of these works are quite 
characteristic in te-ms of the angle from which their subject matter is adapted 
and in terms of their artistic depicti.. For instance, Mu Qing's [2606 7230] 
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"The Tomb Tablets in Youlinli" tells the storv of a group of vagrant children 

who, upon the liberation of a certain city in the Northeast, elevated their 
consciousness with the help of the revolutionary fighters and participated in th 
struggle against special agents. Its plot is bewitching, and its language is 
plain yet full of deeply genuine and provocative sentiments. Also, Wu Yinyi's 
[0702 0936 2496] "Chronology of the Pear Garden," through the rough experiences, 
comedies, and tragedies of Sichuan opera performers after the triumph of the war 
of resistance, reflects the darkness of the old society and the people's resistance 
and struggle from that approach. But its tone is rather lighthearted and humerous, 
hence creating a special style. Among works with military subject matter, "Autumn 
and Spring of Hebei and Shandong" (by Guo Minglun [6753 2494 0243] and Zhang 
Zhongtian [1728 6850 1131]) takes as its background the anti-Japanese struggle in 
the Hebei-Shandong border area. It endeavors to portray commanding generals of 
both the enemy's side and our side, and reflects their discrepancies during 
strategic and tactical decisionmaking activities. "The Great Battle of Huaihai" 
(by Han Feng [1383 7364]) reenacts the historic battle, with its narrative 
attention aiso concentrated on how headquarters commanders made decisions in 

their tents to determine victory or defeat far away, thus depicting a series of 
genuine historical personalities in succinct and brief language and with a roundly 
coherent structure, 


In comparison, those works reflecting revolution and construction during the 
socialist period still appear to be rather weak among the long novel creations 

of 1980. But we should also not overlook the newly achieved results. First of 
all, publication of Volumes III and IV of Zhou Erfu's [0719 5079 1788] "Morning 

in Shanghai" finally made this long novel depicting the difficult process of the 
socialist transformation of industry and commerce complete. It provides us with 
the complicated picture of the 1950's in which the proletariat and the bourgeoisie 
both united with and struggled against each other. And through Hu Kao's [5170 
5072] "Duel Melody" people also see a vivid portrayal of certain political movements 
during the early days after the founding of our state. Cheng Shuzhen's [4453 

2885 5271] "College Days" and Kang Caiping's [0073 1752 1456] "The Small Iris" 
describe life in the institutions of higher learning in the 1950's and 1960's, 
respectively. They have molded the images of a generation of a certain type of 
youths and certain high intellectuals. In addition, Feng Lingxi'’s [7458 5376 

2784] "The Mysterious Songbuer" narrates the story of a scientific survey team 
which in the early 1960's went deeply into the Songbuer Desert to carry out survey 
work; it describes quite vividly the miraculous scenes in the desert area. 
"Daughters of the Sea," written jointly by Wu Deyong [0702 1795 3057] and Che Jixin 
[6508 0679 1800], uses delicate strokes to sing praises of stories abovt the people 
of the islands who dedicate themselves to the building of socialism. It has molded 
the vivid images of a contingent of young women from fishing families and presents 
the strong flavor of island life. 


Among the !ong novels reflecting the socialist period, those making up the greatest 
proportion and also arousing strong response and reaction among the vast ranks of 
readers are mostly those works that depict from different angles the society which 
was made up of various personalities whose destinies fluctuated during the 10-year 
turmoil. A good number of these [novels] are rather outstanding in their explora- 
tion of new subject matter and in their portrayal of personalities, as well as in

the development of their plots. Zhou Keqin's [0719 0344 5367] "Xu Mao [6079 5399] 
and His Daughters" is lyric in its writing style, fresh and plain in its language, 
and authentically communicative in its portrayal of personalities. Through the 
depiction of Xu Mao and his daughters and sons-in-law, the novel vividly reflects 
the evolution of social relations in our countryside and the mischiefs of leftist 
thinking in the 1970's. Among the long novels published in 1980 which reflect 
life in the countryside, it is indeed a profound work with due merit and fortitude 
that describes the days of the 10-year period. Mo Yingfeng's [5459 2019 6265] 

"A Poem About the General" is another outstanding work. With concentrated political 
excitement, it portrays the sturdy image of old General Peng Qi [1756 0366] in his 
fight with Lin Biao, the "gang of four," and their ilk. It also clearly depicts 
youths with different characters, such as Zhao Daming [6390 1129 2494], 

Peng Xiangxiang [1756 3276 3276], and Chen Xiaopao [7115 1420 3517]. The author 
is very good at structuring tortuous stories. His language is healthy, smooth, 
and also delicate, and his descriptions of situations and things are full of 
vitality of life and colors of the day. "Record on Breaking the Walls" coauthored 
by Chen Dengke [7115 4098 4430] and Xiao Ma [5135 7456], through a description of 
the 9-month experience of An Dong [1344 2639], secretary of a municipal party 
committee, in getting out of prison and entering it again, reflects the drastic 
struggle between the two lines in our social ard political life in 1975 and provides 
contours of the spiritual outlook of various personalities in the cities and the 
countryside. Although the novel's structure is rather loose and lacks depth, its 
scenarios are broad and its turm of the pen is usually swift. Thus it clearly 
precerves the imprints of the particular time and gives people the feeling that, 
despite the prevailing heavy darkness, brightness is nonetheless ahead and no one 
can really vanquish the people. Li Ruging's new product "The Winter Bud" takes 
the 10-year turmoil as its background and praises the victory of unflinching per- 
sistence in scientific research and the fighting spirit of the main character 

Fang Fang [2455 5364] in her dedication to the four modernizations. Hao Ran's 
{3185 3544] “Love for the Mountains and Rivers" and Liu Yazhou's [0491 0068 5297] 
"Taking a Bride and Getting a Husband" both narrate stories of love between men 
and women in the countryside and reflect the contradictions and disputes of 
general implications when the four pests held sway, but each [novel] has its own 
characteristics. Apart from these, "Blood-Tinged Love," coauthored by 

Li Xianjuan [2621 1288 1227] and Yang Ying [2799 7336]; "Come Back, Souls!" 
coauthored by Wang Xinji [3769 2450 4764], Tao Zheng [7118 2973], and Tian 
Zengxiang [3944 1073 5046]; Mu Qing's [2606 7230] "The Autumn in Which No Harvest 
Was Allowed"; Shi Min's [1102 2404] "The Sea, the Thoughtful Sea"; and "Love and 
Kate," coauthored by Cui Wei [1508 1550] and Niu Yuda [6873 1342 1129] also provide 
vivid portrayals of the stormy changes on various fronts in the 10-year turmoil 
from different approaches. 


Here I should also especially mention young writer Ye Xin's [5509 6580] creations. 
In 1380 he successively published the long novels "Our Generation of Young People," 
"The Wind Is Cold and Strong," and "Wasting Time," which reflect intellectual youths 
on their paths of life when sent to the mountains and the countryside. Ye Xin 
himself was an intellectual youth sent from Shanghai to settle in the mountainous 
region of Guizhou at the end of the 1960's. He was familiar with the life of his 
companions, his writing is graceful, and he is good at the delicate portrayal of 
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psychological states and the bewitching deployment of stories. From his long 
novels, people can see a gallery of personalities of a whole younger generation 
who fared through different fortunes of life. Although the theme of his works 
still lacks depth, they do show a healthy, inspiring strength encouraging people 
to strive forward. 


Another pleasing phenomenon about the long novels of 1980 is that there are new 
achievements in the reflection of the life and struggles of brotherly minority 
nationalities. In describing the "Yakesa" during the anti-Russian war in the 
reign of Kangxi, Xie Kun [6200 7649] and Wang Feisha [3769 7378 3079] expose 
realistically Tsarist Russia's cruel plunder of brotherly nationalities such as 
Daguan’er in our Heilongjiang drainage area, and also the history of the defeat 

of the aggressors under the counterblows of Qing troops and the people of various 
nationalities. Wang Shengnong's [3769 4141 6593] "Ferocious Fighters," in turn, 
describes the war of the people of the Daguan'er and Hezhe nationalities in their 
renewed resistance and attack against Tsarist expansion in the reign of Xianfeng. 
It saliently depicts the moving image of the patriotic hero Batu'er [1572 0956 
1422]. Reflecting subject matter such as this is another work, "Soul of the 
Black River" (by Lo Guoshi [5012 0948 1102] and Liu Dihua [0491 6611 5478]. 

The conceptual framework of all these works is rather broad, and their plots are 
quite bewitching and tense: scenarios om the grassland, national habits, bravery 
and vehemence on the battlefield, the dignity and solemnity of the palace...all 
invariably viv:’.y reappear from their pen--beguiling people and exciting people. 
In depicting mod?rn subject matters, Zhang Xiangwu's [1728 0686 0582] "Storm in 
the Great Desert" reflects the story of the people of Mongol and Han nationalities 
in launching their sharp and drastic struggle against reactionary landlords, 
cattle owners, and armed bandits under the support of our troops during the early 
postliberation period. Xiangbien Jiaco's [7100 6708 0857 2238] "Gesang Meiduo" 

in turn sings the hearty praise of slaves of Tibetan nationality who supported the 
Liberation Army in its march into Lhasa, and who thereby became revolutionary 
fighters. The author's use of the Han language is proficient, smooth, and also 
fresh and rich; this is quite a feat. 


Even more noteworthy about the long novels of 1980 is the fact that more works 
reflecting the life of overseas Chinese have come to be published. "Two Kinds of 
Americans" by lady writer Wang Ying [3769 3853], who has already passed away, 
follows with a neat, smooth pen the struggle of a Chinese couple attempting to 
return to the motherland. It portrays the different expressions of the officials 
of the immigration office and ordinary Americans. Hong Yonghong's [3163 3057 1347] 
"Prisoners on the Sea" and Hong Sisi's [3163 4828 4828] "Strange Encounters in a 
Foreign Land" in turn expose the story of how Chinese laborers were sold to America 
in the early days and suffered blood-and-tears hardships, and how they ultimately 
rose in struggle. In addition, American lady writer Nie Hualing's [5119 5478 3781] 
"The Mulberry Is Green and the Peach Is Red" and Yu Lihua's [2456 2746 5478] 
"Seeing Palms Again, Seeing Palms Again" were also published for the first time in 
the mainland of the motherland. Both books were representative works which made 
[their authors] known in their early years. While their specific subject matter 

is different, they both express the trying situations of Chinese wandering in 
America and their strong nostalgia for their motherland and their relatives. The 
writing styles are to a definite extent influenced by the modern [writers] of the 
West, yet they each exhibit creative features of their own. 
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In this short article, it is of course impossible for us to list one by one all 
of the long novels published in 1980. But from the incomplete survey above, it 
is already not difficult for us to see the results achieved by the long novels 

of that year. When we read these works, there seem to appear right before our 
eyes the long river of history surging with waves, the land of the motherland 
exhibiting all its charms, and countless personalities of the past and present 
who most certainly are sufficient in number to make up a long, long gallery 
winding and extending beyond what one's eyes can absorb all at once. Although 
the ideological and artistic level of these works is by no means even, we 

should nonetheless affirm that their ideological content in all of them is 
healthy or relatively healthy and beneficial to our effort to educate the people 
with the spirit of patriotism, socialism, and revolutionary heroism. At the same 
time, insofar as their genuine reflection of reality is concerned, the overwhelming 
majority of all these works do afford a hard-to-come-by perceptivity and meaning. 
And quite a few among them can well enter the list of fine long novels since the 
founding of our state--whether in terms of their ideological depth or of their 
artistic success.

UNIVERSITY PRESIDENT DISCUSSES PROBLEMS IN HIGHER EDUCATION

[Report: "President Fan Xuji [4636 4872 4614] of the Jiaotong University of 
Shanghai Discusses Several Problems Concerning the Readjustment and keform in 
Higher Education"] 


[Text] Comrade Fan Xuji has engaged in higher education for 40 years. Not long 
ago he went on a tour to investigate some institutions of higher learning in the 
United Kingdom, France and West Germany, and also surveyed education in the 
United States. He told reporters: We have our own national circumstances. Ours 
is a socialist country. In running education we cannot copy the experience of 
others. We must follow China's own way but the experience of other countries can 
be used. He combined the realities of our country, drew on the beneficial experi- 
ence of other countries, and made some suggestions for the reform of our higher 
education. Some of his propositions are being tested at the Jiaotong University 
of Shanghai. 


Reform Teaching Methods, Foster Students’ Intellectual Capacity 


He said that for many years our teaching method has been "spoonfeeding." Teachers 
put on one-man shows in the classroom, emphasize "solving problems right in the 
classroom" and overlook self-teaching by the students. This spoonfeeding way of 
teaching is unfavorable in fostering the students’ intellectual capacity. 
Particularly wita the relatively high standards for enrollment at the Jiaotong 
University of Shanghai in recent years, if teachers still conduct their classes 
in the old way, teach too many details or straight from the book and repeat the 
contents of teaching materials, students will of course have no interest. How 
teachers and students can enliven teaching and learning and commonly place then- 
selves in enthusiastic thinking and pursuit of knowledge is a problem that needs 
to be resolved in earnest. Some teachers at the Jiaotong University of Shanghai 
have done experiments in this aspect. Some adopt the method of "self-teaching, 
proficiency in giving explanations, and more practice." By allowing students to 
prepare their study through self-teaching before class, teachers can simplify 
classroom teaching, elucidate basic concepts and key materials and use only half 
of the original time. Emphasis is given to the selection of typical examples for 
analysis so that students can draw inferences about other cases from one example. 
This allows ample time to ask questions and inspires leading students to conduct 
discussions. At the Jiaotong University discussion sessions are organized 
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beginning with the physics course. There are four sessions in physics each week, 
one of which is a discussion session that is carried out gradually in the early 
college years. One teacher in ship structural mechanics is experimenting in 
giving students the right to use their initiative in seeking knowledge. In class, 
students are given two basic points. One is the purpose of the lesson, the 
problem to be solved and how to apply it. The other is tl: ideological line along 
which the problem is to be solved. With these the students will have the overall 
situation in mind, display initiative under the teacher's explanations and guidance 
and become seekers of knowledge. What was originally a relatively difficult lesson 
students now learn with ease. Regardiess of their individual characteristics, 
among some institutions of higher learning in the United Kingdom, France and West 
Germany, the one common feature is still giving play to the student's enthusiasm 
and developing their ability to work independently. In the United States at the 
University of California at Berkeley, calculus has 132 class hours of which 66 are 
for lectures and 66 are for discussion. In physics a quarter of the time is spent 
on discussion sessions and combined with laboratory at the same time. This way 
students do not passively receive knowledge but they think actively and are able 
to obtain good results. Our calculus course has 160 class hours totally taught 
by the teacher and is still considered to be insufficient, This must be changed. 
Teachers also cannot passively respond to questions, answering when there are 

any and not answering when there are none, but they should set problems for 
students to solve. Cambridge University in the United Kingdom has over 30 peri- 
pheral colleges. Students are recommended by teachers of these colleges for 
enrollment. These teachers continue to guide students in their study after they 
are enrolled. Their method is to understand learning conditions, present problems 
for students to solve and promote the intensive study of problems by the students 
themselves. 


Fan also believes that practical ability cannot be ignored in fostering intellec- 
tual capacity. Attention must be given to two aspects. In doing experiments 
emphasis must be given to developing self-initiative. With the exception of some 
required experiments, in their laboratory sessions students of other countries 
are allowed to select their problems, and with the consent of the teachers they 
can draw up laboratory plans, choose their own apparatus and operate on their 
own. Our laboratory classes must be improved. We cannot merely let students 
follow readymade arrangements *o prove theories. The laboratory classes at the 
Jiaotong University of Shanghai are now being improved. For example, the elec- 
trical engineering department offers experiments of a design nature and the 
physics department is starting the construction of intermediate laboratories, 
providing students with a place of activities for independent experiments. 
Practical experience in the factories, graduation projects and other links 
should be restored and improved and not be abolished. Actually, although the 
school timetable does not include a factory training plan, at some universities 
in other countries, students must go to the factories during the summer vacation. 
West Germany puts even greater emphasis on the practical link. The relationship 
between the factory and school is very close. Some large facilities and even 
workshops in the schools are endowed by factory owners. This cooperative rela- 
tionship between factories and schools nas played a positive role in making the 
industry of West Germany prosperous. Our own experience also proves that it is 
a great contribution to the construction of the four modernizations if research 
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units draw up contracts and carry out cooperative scientific research. There are 
also benefits to mutual cooperation in learning from each other's strong points 

to offset one's weaknesses and develop scientific techniques. The Jiaotong 
University of Shanghai is strengthening this aspect of work. Last year the number 
of cooperative scientific research projects was 47.9 percent and the outlay was 
23.7 percent of the total. 


Foster and Select Talents While We Confront the Majority 


He believes that the scope of knowledge in undergraduate education should be a 
little broader. Undergraduate education is essentially still laying a strong 
foundation in science, acquiring appropriate and specialized knowledge, and 
developing one's special skills according to concrete conditions even after gv vadu- 
ation. 


Institutions of higher learning must face all the students but must also pay great 
attention to the "development of talents," teach students according to their 
aptitude, adopt practical measures, give play to the learning potentials of 
students of excellence so that they may progress even faster. We must no longer 
use the method of "simplifying in one stroke," suppressing the development of 
their intellectual capacity. This is being tested in several departments of the 
Jiaotong University of Shanghai. They have adopted the method discussed and 
jointly recommended by course instructors, classroom teachers and advisers who 
determined a number of excellent students. One way to develop them was to offer 
elective courses, Last term, 33 courses were offered and this term there are 55. 
Another way is to operate interest groups. There are now 33 different such groups, 
some of which study foreign languages, some repair apparatus and make models, and 
some study particular books, Under the guidance of the teachers, one person 
makes a report and everyone participates in the discussion. In time, talents 
will be discovered, Until by the 3d year, a group of even more outstanding 
students will be selected. The department will arrange for those with relatively 
higher academic standards to work as instructors and will establish a teaching 
plan for each outstanding student, open the laboratory to them, allow them to 
borrow books and gain access to the reference rooms just as graduate students do, 
purchase books or provide laboratory expenses for them under the direction of 
instructors, and even allow them to change specialities or take elective courses 
in other departments or schools in accordance with their strong points. The 
determination of "the best of its kind" must be examined and approved by the 
school. All experimental points of the departments pay special attention to 
carrying out ideological and political education, teaching them not to be arrogant 
and impulsive so that they may live among the masses. 


The School Must Function Primarily in Teaching and Combine It With Scientific ° 
Research 


Key schools and colleges must engage in scientific research in order to develop 
science and technology. Scientific research must combine with teaching, which will 
favor raising the scientific and technical level of teaching. For many years the 
separation of teaching and scientific research has been incorrect. Jiaotong 
University of Shanghai, by advocating that teachers should have two concurrent 
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jobs, mainly teaching to foster talents for the motherland but also engaging in 
scientific research to produce results, can then fit the present situation in the 
development of science and technology. Otherwise it would be difficult to bring 
new knowledge and techniques into teaching and it might be too late to incorporate 
them. Those who engage in scientific research must also engage in teaching. 


Teachers mst take on graduate studerts when engaging in scientific research. 

This vsually brings greater results than when they do it alone. Taking on 
graduate students does not mean doing the problems and then asking the students 

to repeat them the same way. That is still the method of instilling. The teacher 
mainly should demonstrate the methods of research. It is not possible for the 
teacher to be wiser than the gradiate students in every way and it is not surpris- 
ing if the teacher is not as good as his own graduate students in certain respects. 
The pupil can surpass the teacher. To foster a mentality, teachers and graduate 
students should jointly explore new knowledge, techniques and problems, and strive 
to create new discoveries and inventions. 


Develop Inter-Disciplinary Studies and Open New Spheres of Learning 


Comrade Fan Xuji thinks that students, with the consent of their teachers, should 
be allowed to cross disciplines in accordance with their special skills or the 
direction their specialities develop. Not only can they cross disciplines within 
their departments but also with other departments. 


According to the practice of the Jiaotong University of Shanghai there are three 
ways to develop special fields of study. One way is to set up inter-disciplinary 
fields such as the bio-medical engineering field set up by our Jiaotong University 
in cooperation with the No 1 Medical College of Shanghai. The two schools jointly 
recruit students and offer courses. Both schools have their own bias. The 
Jiaotong University learns medicine on the basis of engineering while the No 1 
Medical School learns engineering on the basis of medicine. The two schools 
jointly foster talents in medical apparatus and instruments as well as talents 

in the application of new engineering techniques in medical treatment such as the 
use of computers to diagnose illnesses. The mechanics department of Jiaotong 
University and the electronic computer field successfully created a manipulator 
which is already able to perform two kinds of motion. After a worker of a certain 
factory in Shanghai had his armed severed in an accident at work, such a manipu- 
lator was attached to him and now he can work as a warehouseman. Another way is 
to run schools with a diversity of forns, operating study courses or short-term 
training courses for the scientific and technical staff of factories or research 
institutes. Ne\’ special fields of study can gradually begin through these courses, 
The Jiaotong University has already operated 8 different types and 12 terms of 
special and training courses including business management and vibration. Those 
who come to learn have a considerable amount of basic knowledge in science and 
technology. Some come to update what they know. New knowledge and techniques 
are taught. New teaching materials can be compiled after a course is taught once 
or twice, and new fields of study can begin shortly. The third way is to “use 
science to foster engineering." Special fields in engineering recruit graduate 
science students and those in science can also recruit graduate engineering 
students. For example, the physics field can recruit graduate students in 
computer or data science. New courses and specialities are created through such 
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a linkup. He thinks that if subjects do not keep in touch, the significance and 
function of the comprehensive engineering college will be lost. Once inter- 
disciplinary studies develop, people with the same goal gather together and 
exchange research findings with each other. A large number of elective courses 

is made available and many research problems are raised. Naturally this gives 

rise to cooperation inside and outside the school. Such a scene is very heartening. 





Stress the Outfitting of Computers and Popularize Their Use 


The development of electronic computers has promoted the growth of all branches 

of learning, even causing changes in the direction of research in some of them. 

It can be said that the outfitting and use of computers symbolize the moderniza- 
tion of education. Computers enable us to use the dispersion method to solve 

very complicated computations. Combining mathematical and physical models to do 
analog experiments on the computer takes the place of constructing certain large- 
scale laboratory facilities. This is truly a great savings. Computers can also 
provide the necessary means for processing data in experiments as well as 
upgrading designs. Clearly, the use of computers in the sphere of teaching trans- 
forms teaching and scientific research in the schools. Institutions of higher 
education must emphasize fully the development and use of such modern means of 
teaching and scientific research. This is a very important problem. Regardless 
of their special fields of study, most Chinese graduate students in the United 
Kingdom, France and West Germany work with computers. Universities in these 
countries were widely equipped with computers 10 years ago. Many computer centers 
at key institutions are linked to regional or national networks. In some schools 
there is a terminal for every 30 to 50 university students. After class they 
either go to the library or the computer room, The Jiaotong University of Shanghai 
is striving to move in this direction, with the gradual expansion of libraries, 
trial use of computers to search for data, trying out open-shelf reading among 
students, fully utilizing existing small computers before setting up computer 
centers, and vigorously popularizing and developing the application of computers 
in teaching and scientific research, 


Correctly Treat the Relationship Between the Introduction of Technology and 
Self-Reliance 


Comrade Fan Xuji pointed out emphatically that in order to do well in our country's 
educational undertaking we must base ourselves on self-reliance. We must learn 
what is advanced in the West but we must not copy it blindly. We have learned a 
bitter lesson in this. We should now pay attention to not losing the beneficial 
things we have learned in the past--the spirit of integrating theory with practice-- 
on account of the emphasis of "all-round education.” Engineering students must 
still go to the factories to obtain practical experience and must still attend 
engineering design courses. He thinks that redundant hiring of large numbers of ‘ 
foreign specialists to teach should be improved, Hired specialists must be small 

in number and outstanding. There are specialists for quite a few disciplines in 
our country and many foreign journals can be utilized. Organizing specialists 
inside our country to teach can save some funds for the state. He also thinks that 
the standard of undergraduates at our key universities does not appear to be lower 
than that in other countries. From now on it is not imperative to select and 

send students abroad to study beginning with the freshman year in college. These 
problems should be studied and improved in the readjustment and reform of higher 
education.

There is also the real problem of combining with our socialist system when learning 
foreign things. Western countries use the method of “hiring at a high price" to 
recruit qualified personnel. Heads of schools rely on prestige to solicit contribu- 
tions from society. This is not what we should learn. Im ome respect, we must 
have a personnel system that is rational and suitable to the conditions in our 
country. In another respect, we must rely on ideological and political work to 
increase the socialist consciousness of the broad masses of teachers and scien- 
tific and technical staff, advocate working with a will to make the country 

stror2, study assiduously, help each other, organize cooperation, and serve the 
construction of the four modernizations. Running schools must rely on the spirit 
of working solidly and using the result to produce talents and achievements which 
will gain people's trust and social prestige, and not pursue esteem with a mere 
name and without any real work. He said: In any case, we must base ourselves on 
self-reliance, lear. from the strong points of others to make up for our weak 
points, give full play to the superiority of socialism, unite and cooperate, help 
supply each other's needs, and jointly advance for the early realization of the 
four modernizations of the motherland.

COOPERATIVE GROUPS ORGANIZED FOR TEACHING BASIC COURSES

[Report: "Nine Institutes of Higher Learning Directly Under the First Minist 
of Machine Building Form Cooperative Groups for the Teaching of Basic Courses" 


[Text] Since last January, 9 institutes of higher learning directly under the 
First Ministry of Machine Building, ircluding the Hunan University and Hefei 
Industrial College, have offered 15 basic and basic technical courses and have 
formed cooperative groups to coordinate them. 


Led by the institutes with rclatively more favorable conditions the cooperative 
groups organized informal discussion activities. Participants included the 
comrades in charge and chief instructors of teaching and research sections as 
well as scientific research ~ersonnel. The essence of these activities was to 
formulate a teaching program in accordance with the unified program that would 
suit the real needs of institutions under the First Ministry of Machine Building 
to exchange experiences in teaching each course and to study the problems in 
strengthening practical links. Some groups even invited teachers with more teach- 
ing experience and attainments in learning to explain certain chapters and 
sections of each course. Other groups organized the compilation of new teaching 
materials, guides and exercise books. At the time the cooperative groups for 
basic courses in electrical engineering held informal discussions at the Hunan 
University, the participating chief instructors and laboratory staff of the nine 
institutes of higher learning personally performed all the required experiments.
